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All 14 rounds of the AMA/MBNA 
Superbike Series will be broadcast over 
the course of the year on TNN, ESPN2, 
Speedvision or Fox Sports Net, accord- 
ing to the AMA.

Doohan: One race is not a 


championship 





down the importance of Max Biaggi's stunning debut victo- 

ry at the Japanese Grand Prix on April 5. Biaggi, the four- 
time 250cc World Champion, turned the Grand Prix world 
upside down after blitzing the top 500 riders in Japan. After 
securing pole position by a wide margin and then running away 
with the opening race of the season, Biaggi became the first debut 
500cc GP winner in 25 years. Facing the biggest challenge yet to

‘his stranglehold on road racing's premier prize, Doohan's title 


defense got off to the worst possible start 
after qualifying an unlikely fourth before he 
ran off the track in the opening laps while 
holding down the seventh position. He later 
retired when his Repsol Honda NSR500 
broke a crankshaft while he was 11th. 

"He (Biaggi) rode extremely well," the 32- 
year-old Doohan said. "You can't take any- 
thing away from the guy. He put in a few 
good laps in qualifying. Perhaps he wasn't as 
consistent as he should've been throughout 
(qualifying), but he put it on pole by a fair 
margin, so it would've been quite a frighten- 
ing lap, I'm sure, being on the bike, and he 
did the business in the race." 

In qualifying, Biaggi was quickest through 
two of three lap sectors, with Doohan the 
fastest on the other. Like Biaggi's Erv 
Kanemoto Marlboro Honda team, the 
Doohan camp elected to jet the Honda 
NSR500 on the rich side to counter any reliability problems in the 
race, mainly caused by overheating due to the new compulsory 
unleaded-fuel regulations. This necessitated a heavier fuel load, 
which the Australian said affected the handling of the bike, con- 
tributing to his early off at turn one. Conversely, Biaggi was able 
to deal with the problem, which Doohan was ready to concede, 
but reserved his judgment about the Italian's title hopes. 

"The guy's won four championships on the 250," Doohan 
said. “And if you relate that back to, say, a (John) Kocinski or a 
Luca Cadalora, both previous World Champions, he didn't look 
any different to those guys when they had everything working 
perfectly on the race track - very smooth, very fast. But when 
things start to get a little bit loose - and this is what we've got to 
wait and see - the guy might be brilliant and overcome all these 
things. But to me, he looked exactly like Kocinski when he's on 
winning form, and exactly the same as Luca Cadalora when he's 
on winning form. Everything just looks so easy, like it's on rails. 
But as soon as it starts to look a bit messy, and Suzuka is very 
much a 250-style circuit..." 

Before Doohan continued, he interrupted himself to spell out 
that his comments were not sour grapes. 





"I'm not trying to (denigrate) what he did on the weekend, 
because he did a fabulous race, and he was consistently fast 
throughout the race and the guy knows how to ride a motorcy- 
cle. I think he deserved to win the race - I messed up, he didn't. 
But as far as the whole season goes, I'll have to see more of what 
he can do on the motorcycle." 

Asked if Biaggi had now become a stumbling block to a fifth 
straight title, Doohan shrugged off the suggestion. 

"It doesn't bother me," he said. ^1 
don't even look at it like that because I 
compete against myself, not with any- 
body else. If I can't do the job properly, 
there's nothing I can do to stop the 
other guy doing the job, so Гуе got to 
prepare myself as best as I can and try 
and run as quick as I can. That's the 
only way you сап go about it." 

Long touted by Kevin Schwantz as 
the next 500cc superstar, Biaggi's domi- 
nance of the 250cc class has obviously 
made a similar impact on Doohan. 

“1 always thought Max was going to 
be a threat, because in the past, Kocins- 
ki was 250 World Champion, and was 
fast on a 500 and won a GP in his first 
year. Luca Cadalora, a double 250 
World Champion, and 125 World 
Champion, won a GP in his first season 
(actually two) and also finished high up in the championship, so 
Max is no different than those guys. You'd have to be quite silly 
to throw him out of the equation." 

While the unleaded-fuel regulations have become a thorn in 
Doohan's side from the very first test, when he said the bike felt 
like “а Mack truck," he claims it may have helped Biaggi's transi- 
tion from a 110-hp 250 to a 190-hp 500. 

"The motorcycle this year might be a little bit better for him, 
because it's more docile on the power where it hasn't really got 
the bite it used to have," Doohan explained. “But it's still a 500 
and needs to be ridden differently than a 250." 

By dropping the opening race, Doohan will be in fine compa- 
ny if he can win the title from a fifst-race DNF; the last person to 
do so was Wayne Rainey, in 1992. 

“Ym not really concerned what Max Biaggi does, I’m more 
concerned with what Mick Doohan does," Doohan explained. 
“One race doesn’t win you a championship, but one race could 
lose you a championship. You've got to keep your head down 
and focused on each race and see where you end up."

DONINGTON, ENGLAND, APR. 13 
ho is going to stop Noriyuki 
Haga? 

After just two rounds and 
four races of the 1998 World 
Superbike Championship, that seems to 
be the burning question. Despite the 
best efforts of former World Superbike 
Champion Troy Corser, Haga managed 
to win both times out on-a cold Easter 
Monday in England. In winning their 
third straight race, Haga and Yamaha 
now lead the championship point stand- 
ings by 21 points. It's still early, but it's a 
combination that is beginning to look 
unbeatable. 

Corser and the factory Ducati came 
the closest to Haga and his YZF750. The 
Australian ended up four seconds 
behind in the first of the two 25-lap 
races, and he was a bit closer when the 
second leg finally ended - after being 
stopped and restarted after 10 laps 
because of oil on the race track. The two 
second-place finishes vaulted Corser 
past fellow Ducati rider Carl Fogarty 
and into second in the championship, 
but he trails Haga by 21 points. Corser's 
70 points, however, puts him four ahead 
of Fogarty. 

Fogarty bounced back to finish third 
in the second leg after ending the first 





race in a lowly seventh place, managing 
to do.a little damage control to his 
championship aspirations. So far, Fogar- 
ty is the only rider who has been able to 
beat Haga in a World Superbike race in 
1998. 

Italian Pier-Francesco Chili had his 
best outing of the young season, finish- 
ing third behind Haga and Corser in the 
first race and fifth in the second. Castrol 
Honda's Aaron Slight, meanwhile, was 
consistent throughout, finishing fourth 
in both races on his factory RC45. 

Slight's American teammate, Colin 
Edwards II, continued to make progress 
with the Castrol Honda RC45, ending 
the day with sixth- and seventh-place 
finishes - bettering the pair of sevenths 
he earned in his debut in Australia. 

The other American in the field, 
Georgian Scott Russell, didn't fare well. 
The factory Yamaha rider and former 
two-time World Superbike Champion 
ended up 13th and 11th in the two races 
after fighting circulation problems in his 
hands in the first race. And things only 
got worse. In the second race, Russell 
was penalized for jumping the start. 
After four races, Russell lies ninth in the 
championship. 


RACE ONE 
Gregorio Lavilla surprised everyone 
by putting his Ducati on the front row 
during qualifying, but his dreams of 




















doing well in the race were shattered 
early. At the end of the sighting lap, 
Lavilla's radiator cap came loose and he 
started his warmup lap in a cloud of 
steam. The Spaniard started the race 
from pit lane and was forced out after 
only one lap with engine problems. 

By then it was Corser leading the 
way, with Haga and Chili in tow. Fogar- 
ty ended the first lap in 10th place after 
a botched start. 

From that point on, Corser and Haga 
were in a class by themselves, easily 
pulling away from the opening laps on. 
Corser held the lead for five laps before 
being displaced by Haga. Those two 
would stay together for the majority, 
with Corser at times looking like a 
threat to the Japanese star. 

Behind them things were getting 
interesting. Chili was struggling to hold 
off Slight, though the Kiwi would even- 
tually drop off to an eventual fourth- 
place finish. Akira Yanagawa and his 
factory Kawasaki hung on to finish fifth, 
managing to keep the battling duo of 
Edwards and Fogarty behind him. 

Edwards ended up getting the better 
of the former World Champion at 
around the halfway mark to capture 
sixth place - his best of the year. 

"| got pushed out wide in the first 
corner and before I knew where I was, I 
hit the curb and lost five places," 
Edwards said later. ^I then lost a couple

more places on the run up to Coppice, 
and was something like 12th or 13th at 
the end of the lap. It was my own fault - 
I screwed up. Later, I had the same rear- 
tire trouble as Aaron (Slight) and every 
lap under Starkeys I was drifting wide." 

Behind Fogarty came a thrilling battle 
between the two factory Suzukis of Jamie 
Whitham and Peter Goddard. With 
eighth place at stake, the pair were fol- 
lowed at a safe distance by Steve Hislop, 
Chris Walker and Russell, who contin- 
ued to lose ground as the race wore on. 

"| couldn't feel my hands, so 1 
couldn't feel the brake," Russell 
explained later. “Му fingers were numb 
almost from the start. I think I had a cir- 
culation problem from my leathers 
being too tight. I didn't pick the right 
rear tire, but the front was good. We're 
still learning the best way to get every- 
thing hooked up, so we're not at the best 
we can be." 

In the closing.stages, things heated 
up, with Chili getting in front of Slight 
again with a spectacular move, 
Whitham getting the best of his Suzuki 
teammate Goddard, and Russell drop- 
ping back to 13th after being passed by 
Kawasaki's Neil Hodgson. 





Up front, Haga was again the man of 
the day, scoring his second World 
Superbike win of the season in his Euro- 
pean debut. The 23-year-old had come 
from his starting position on row three, 
and explained that he had extra incen- 
tive to go as fast as possible. 

“I needed to go to the toilet just 
before the race - maybe that helped," 
Haga joked. "As soon as I got past Troy 
(Corser), I knew that he would not let 
me go and that I would have my work 
cut out for me. On the other hand, I felt 
more comfortable on the circuit after my 
two crashes, and I was no longer afraid 
of some of the corners. That allowed me 
to stay ahead." 

Naturally, Corser was a bit disap- 
pointed with second place. 

"I'd been concentrating on getting a 
good start, and that's exactly what hap- 
pened," Corser said. "On the second 
lap, I turned around and I noticed that 
Noriyuki was following. When he got 
past, I didn't worry too much because I 
wasn't pushing at 100 percent. But after 
a few laps, the rear of the bike started to 
vibrate - probably due to tire wear. Still, 
that didn't stop me from thinking that I 
could win the race. I knew I was quicker 
in a few places. But the tire got worse as 
the race wore on, so I had to settle for 
second. 

Chili filled the final rostrom spot 
with his third-place finish. "The bike is 
not perfect yet, but we are slowly get- 
ting there," the Italian said. "I never 
thought I was going to get past Aaron 
(Slight) on the last lap because he is a 
very hard braker. But on one of the last 
straights, I was close enough to him to 
have a go. I got next to him and suc- 
ceeded in staying up front. And that 
was it." 

Slight thought he could have done 
better, blaming his rear tire. 

“I thought I could have caught Haga 
and Corser once I was through to third, 

















but then the rear tire started chattering 
and sliding," Slight said. "On the last 
lap, Chili got a better drive than me out 
of Coppice, pulled alongside me and I 
couldn't tip into the esses." 

Ninth place went to Goddard: "I 
should have gone for the soft com- 
pound," Goddard said. "Right up to the 
last minute I was thinking about switch- 
ing, but in the end I chose the hard com- 
pound and it was a mistake." 





RACE TWO 


After the disappointment of the first 
race, Fogarty fans were in further 
despair when their idol came back from 
the sighting lap covered in fuel. The 
tank cap hadn't sealed properly but the 
Ducati crew was able to get it fixed on 
the starting grid, allowing the Brit to get 
a clean start. 

Again, Corser jumped out front, 
leading Chili, Haga and Lavilla, who

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had this time joined the rest right from 
the start. The Spaniard was desperate to 
stay with the leading group and it was 
apparent that he was on the edge as he 
tried to keep Fogarty behind him in the 
chicane. At almost the same time, Yana- 
gawa and Aussie Troy Bayliss touched, 
with Yanagawa losing three spots. 

On the sixth lap, Haga powered past 
Corser on the straight leading to the chi- 
cane to take over the lead. Behind them, 
Slight got by Chili to take over third, 
with Goddard, Yanagawa and Fogarty 
fighting over fifth place. 

On lap 11, however, things went 
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wrong in the chicane when Chris Walk- 
er's engine blew up on his Kawasaki, 
dropping oil on the track that caused 
two riders to crash. Red flags were 
quickly brought out and the race was 
stopped. 

Some 30 minutes later, 26 riders 
rolled to the starting grid for a short- 
ened second race. With the track tem- 
perature increasing and with only 15 
laps to go, the majority of the bikes were 
fitted with soft-compound tires for the 
second portion of the race. The riders 
were eager and it showed - right away. 

On the first lap, Haga and Corser 





changed positions four times while bat- 
tling for the lead, with Corser leading 
the way on the second lap - only to be 
overtaken again on the straight leading 
to the chicane. 

Five laps into the final race of the 
day, Haga was leading Corser, Fogarty,

Slight, Niall Mackenzie, Edwards, Rus- 
sell, Whitham, Chili and Hodgson. For 
Russell and Hodgson, a signal from pit 
lane capped off their miserable week- 
ends: They were both nailed for jump- 
ing the start and would have to come in 
for a stop-and-go penalty. 

“We're getting there,” Russell said 
after finishing 11th. “I had a few prob- 
lems with some guys who were going 
really late into the corners and then 
stopping. That meant I couldn’t get past 
them easily after Га stopped, so my fin- 
ish wasn't as good as it could have been. 
This race has been like a test for me and 
it's ended up being good. I can smell the 
good results coming for me and I want 
to go to Monza - that's home for us." 

Seven laps from the end, Fogarty 
closed. in on Corser, eager to finish at 
least one second ahead of Slight in order 
to take third on aggregate times. Shortly 
thereafter, Haga made his first mistake 
of the season: He overshot the chicane 
and dropped back to fourth behind 
Corser, Fogarty and Slight. 

A few minutes later, Fogarty was 
leading after a pass on Corser in the chi- 
cane. Haga, though, was back in the 
groove and had passed Slight while 
moving in on Corser. The last five laps 
were thrilling, with Fogarty, Cosrser 
and Slight only a few bike lengths apart. 

Haga, however, again showed the 
most spectacular of racing lines and 
slides. The Japanese rider soon worked 
around Corser, and on the second-to- 
last lap it even looked as though he 
could beat Fogarty for the outright win. 
On the final go-around, though, Haga 
realized that all he had to do was beat 
Corser to earn the victory - so at the fin- 
ish it was Fogarty, Haga and Corser. On 
aggregate times, it was Haga taking the 
win over Corser and Fogarty. 

“Му earplug fell out and I lost con- 
centfation and missed my braking 
spot," Haga said of his mistake at the 
chicane. ^I knew all I had to do was fin- 
ish in front of Troy (Corser), so I pushed 
hard. Once I got past him I went after 
Fogarty, but I didn't have time to catch 
him. I knew I had won the race but I still 
wanted to get to the flag first. I used the 
same type of tire for the second part of 
the race and it worked well for me. The 
bike was also the best it has been all 
weekend. My riding style means I am 
faster than the other riders after the first 
corner for the first half of the track, and 
the bike works really well there. The 
cold weather also meant it had good 
power." 

Corser battled a vibration to finish 
second - for a second time on the day. 

" After seven laps, I started to lose 
grip," he said. "I was lucky to stay 
upright and have the race red-flagged a 
bit later. The problem is, if you lose grip 
on this track, you lose momentum, and 
that costs you a lot of ground in the suc- 
cessive fast sweepers. The second half of 
the race was a real thriller, and only 
after Haga made his mistake did I hope 
to win the race." 

Fogarty was happy to finish his 
home race on a positive note. The Brit 
opted for a smaller front disc brake in 
the second race, which allowed him to 
flick the bike easier through the fast 
sweepers. 

^We have had so many problems 
during practice," Fogarty said. "At one 
time, I had the impression we were run- 
ning around in circles. Yesterday, we 
finally had it all together and I managed 
to put down a really good Superpole 
time - but then that was canceled. It was 
only during the second race that I built 
up enough confidence to flick the bike 
in the corners aggressively enough. I 

















was getting quicker and quicker, but 
problems with tires and brakes stopped 
me from really getting up front within 
the first half of the second race. In the 
final part, it finally worked out all right. 
I am glad to have won for the fans, so 
they can go back home with a smile on 
their faces after a long and cold day." 

Slight felt he could have done better 
than fourth: "I had third place in the 
bag, but the bike slowed for the last four 
laps," he said. "The rear tire let me 
down again, but overall, things just 
didn't go my way in either of today's 
races. I was lucky to finish, so I should 
take what points I can.” 

His teammate Edwards ended up 
seventh. 

“With the race being split in two like 
that, it gave us an option to use a softer- 
compound tire,” Edwards said. “We 
may have made a mistake, as I felt a 
vibration for most of the race - I assume

Corser, the old- 
fashioned way 











That former World Superbike Champion Troy Corser ended up-with pole position at Doning- 
ton Park was no big surprise - Corser is one of the best in the world here, proved by his hot lap in 
1996, the one that took him under Kevin Schwantz's GP lap record at the circuit. The surprise was 
how he ended up staying there: snow. 

Four riders into the Superpole session, when Noriyuki Нара took to the track for his warmup 
lap and run for the pole, snow began to fall at the technical English circuit and it suddenly became 
very unclear as to what would happen next. 

According to race official Claude Danis, the Superpole starters would be split into two equal 
groups if the weather conditions changed during Superpole, with oné group fighting over first 











through eighth. on the grid, and the second group for places eighth through 16th. Not long after, 
though, Superpole was canceled altogether and it was decided that the grid would be based on 
times from the previous qualifying sessions, just like in the good old days. 

That was good news for most of the riders - especially the eight fastest qualifiers, who hadn't 
even had to go out in the wet. 

For Carl Fogarty it was a disaster. After the Brit had struggled all through regular qualifying 
only to set the 14th-fastest time, Fogarty, third out for Superpole, had managed to crank off a time 
good enough for the front row at that point. But he was destined to start near the back of the grid, 
along with the even-less-lucky Scott Russell, who would take to the track for race one in 17th. 

"I'm glad I don't have to go out there in the cold," Russell joked. "On the other hand, I need 
some more quality time to get the bike going how I like it. The last session was the first time this 
weekend we've got some good stuff together. And during the free practice session before the 
Superpole, we found some other things that might come in handy." 

At the front of the field, Corser, for obvious reasons, was quite happy not to have to get his feet 
wet on Sunday for the Superpole session. 

“1 am still convinced that the Superpole format needs a bit of a change,” Corser said. “We're 
glad to do it for television and the fans, but the traditional qualifying session is a much fairer way 
of establishing the grid positions. I’m not glad that the Superpole session was canceled, but it 
shows that this is a risky formula. Apart from that, the Ducati and the Michelins seem to work 
really well here. For tomorrow, I hope to make a repeat of the second race in 1996, running away 
from the very start and keeping a comfortable lead until the finish." 

Akira Yanagawa qualified second. 

“I think all the riders will be happy that they didn't have to risk a fast lap in these conditions - 
and I'm no exception," Yanagawa said. "The times are very close, so it is important for me to get a 
good start." ; 

Castrol Honda’s Aaron Slight was third fastest. | 

"That was the easiest Superpole we will have all year!" the New Zealander said with a smile. 
“But I'm happy to be on the front row after being in seventh place on Saturday night after open- 
ing qualifying. I always knew I could go quicker, but I just ran out of time on Saturday. With the 
cold weather, the tire snaps away. It's just a matter of knowing how much you would like to put 
on the line." 

Gregorio Lavilla was a surprise fourth, filling out the front row, but the Spaniard admitted 
that he had recorded his two fastest lap times following Slight. 

Colin Edwards П and his RC45 led off row two, as he begins to come to terms with his new 
bike and tires. 

"It's taken me a little time to get used to the bike, but I'm really into it now and am enjoying 
the circuit here," the Texan said. "My biggest problem is still why I don't go faster on a qualifying 
tire. I simply don't seem to be able to pull my brain out for one lap.” 

Pier-Francesco Chili, Neill Mackenzie and Peter Goddard joined him on the second row. 

Russell's Yamaha teammate Haga led off the third row, once again performing better than his 
teammate to qualify ninth - despite two crashes during free practice sessions on Thursday and 
Saturday. Steve Hislop, Chris Walker and James Whitham completed the third row.

Briefly... 


Giancarlo Falappa has a new job. The blond Italian, who was 
one of the most promising leading stars in the World Superbike 
Championship at the beginning of the 1990s, had to put an end 
to his career after a near-fatal crash in 1994. Falappa has been a 
regular visitor to the World Superbike paddocks ever since the 

| accident. Even though Virginio Ferrari told him that a factory 
bike was ready for him whenever he felt prepared to have a go 
at the title again, everybody knew that Falappa would never 
race again - a private practice session in 1997 had once again 
ended in the gravel pit. During the winter, however, Falappa 
founded his own racing team - Team Falappa by Ghelfi - with 
young Robert Teneggi in the hot seat of a World Series Super- 
sport Ducati 748. "According to Ducati, we have received exact- 
ly the same bikes as Paolo Casoli," Falappa said in Donington. 
"But we have to pay for everything, which means that we can- 
not afford all the peripherals you see on Casoli's bike. Roberto's 
bike is not equipped. with the latest Ohlins shocks and forks, 
which means that Roberto is confronted with a lot more han- 
dling problems thar Paolo, We will have to wait and see if 
Ducati continues to offer us the same support for the rest.of the 
season." 





The Sunday before the race at Donington Park, German Udo 
Mark broke his leg during a dirt track practice session at Kenny 
Roberts’ ranch, forcing the German Suzuki importer to look for 
a replacement rider for the British race. Stephane Mertens, Kirk 
McCarthy and Makoto Suzuki were the main candidates, but 
the Germans opted for their countryman Michael Schulten, who 
- after a long career in the 250cc class - made the switch to 
Supersport at the beginning of this season. The team is experi- 
menting with the fuel-injected version of the GSXR750. Accord- 
ing to inside sources, the engine is 8hp stronger than the carbu- 
reted. version and: can be pushed to 14,500 rpm. In the next 
couple of weeks, the Germans will try to up that maximum rev 
number even more (15,500 rpm), in order to get an even-higher 
performance figure. 





A few days before the Donington round, the FIM announced 
that.the Brazilian round scheduled for July 5 is going to be 
replaced by a round in Kyalami, in South Africa. The only 
headache for Flammini is getting the bikes and other material to 
Laguna Seca in time, just five days after the South African race. 
Aside from the trip itself, the custom clearance might be the 
biggest problem - as was shown a couple of years ago, when the 
Grand Prix circus was making a similar transfer. Some of the 
teams only got their bikes cleared on the first practice day at 
Laguna Seca. 


From now on, fans of Neil Hodgson and Akira Yanagawa can 
find the latest information from the Kawasaki Racing Team on 
the Internet. The web site.(www.Krtwsbk.com) was available a 
couple of days before the start of the season, and the first few 
days no less than 8000 fans visited the site, where they found 
recent news and background information, in-depth analyses, 
race and practice results, and a venue to ask questions about the 
team. 





Michelin is convinced that it already has a tire which should 
| enable its customers to perform extremely well during Super- 
pole: This isn't really a.big surprise, given the excellent results 
put down by the Michelin factory riders at Phillip Island - the 
day after Michelin blamed the FIM for not informing them in 
due time about the need to develop tires that last for only one 
lap but grip incredibly well during that brief time. "The biggest 
problem was getting a tire that got up to temperature fast 
enough,” said Phillippe Louche, Michelin technical adviser for 
the Ducati teams in World Superbike racing. "But we have 
found a good solution. Technically speaking, there is no prob- 
















lem to make an ultrasoft qualifying tire perform at least as well 
as the Dunlops. But we wonder if the high investment is worth 
the try. Besides, not all factory riders with Michelin contracts 
use the Superpole tire. Carl Fogarty and - albeit to a lesser 
extent - Aaron Slight do not feel very confident with the super- 
soft tire, which tends.to move around a lot." For clarity's sake: 
A Superpole tire only makes sense at the back of the bike. At 
least with Michelin, there are no Superpole front tires. In the 
Michelin truck at the Donington Park paddock, only 13 Super- 
pole tires were among the roughly 2500 tires the French had 
brought along. 


Andrea Merloni, the owner of the Gattolone team, showed up 
again at Donington Park after having spent most of the 1997 
season in Italy to give (re)birth to the Benelli make. The 30-year- 
old Italian businessman had clearly not yet digested his team's 
degradation in the Ducati ranks from official status to privateer 
status. "Last year, we had been negotiating with Ducati, Suzuki 
and - through Piergiorgio Bontempi - Kawasaki in order to get 
factory bikes again for 1998," Merloni said at Donington Park. 
"In October, Ducati informed us that we would again get facto- 
ry bikes from them. Their negotiations with Francis Batta had 
just turned sour, and the Belgian manager had opted to work 
with Suzuki. We would be the team to enter Carl Fogarty in the 
World Superbike Championship. But a few months later, Ducati 
preferred to invest a lot of money themselves in setting up a 
new structure with David Tardozzi and his Ducati Performance 
team. We had to settle for two complete standard bikes, three 
standard engines and spare parts. This season will cost us about 
1. million dollars - about double the budget we needed in our 
first year with Pier-Francesco Chili. Of course, we hope to get 
extra support from. Ducati again, but as long as. Alessandro 
Gramigni does not perform better, we will not be able to per- 
suade Ducati to make an extra effort. The factory bikes are dif- 
ferent, especially as to suspension, electronics and the main- 
engine components. Unfortunately, technical know-how and 
experience are not enough nowadays to work away that differ- 
ence - as was the case until three years ago." 


Speaking .of Benelli: After three years of inactivity at the plant, 
production is up and running again at the famous Italian make, 
according to Andrea Merloni. Nowadays, the Benelli factory 
offers two scooter models (powered by a Minarelli engine), and 
a third model is due for June. A 125cc four-stroke scooter is 
expected to make its debut at the Munich show later this year. 
"This year, we expect to have a production of some 25,000 
bikes,” said Merloni, “with a turnover of some $50 million." The 
Italian also said that the range of motorcycles will be extended 
the next few years, and that a superbike model was also under 
way - even though that was not going to make its debut before 
2003. “We are now talking to several Japanese. manufacturers 
who could deliver engines for our middle-class and heavy mod- 
els," he said. "For some of our 250cc models, we could use a 
Yamaha engine, for instance. As to ће superbike machine, all 
options are still considered. Right now, we do not even know if 
we will build the engine ourselves or use an existing engine. 
Building our own engines would at least mean an extra $15 mil- 
lion of investments. And even the engine concept is still up in 
the air. A lot of engineers agree that а. three-cylinder would be 
the ideal choice for superbike, but before we make a decision, 
several other parameters will have to be taken into considera- 
tion." 


According to Virginio Ferrari, building Superpole engines are 
still some sort of science fiction - at least for Ducati. Still, 
longevity has always been a major concern for the Italians, and 
mileage has now become a major element in determining when 
to use what engine. The factory Ducati engines now deliver 
some 155 bhp at 12,200 revs. As such an engine is coming loose 
after only some 100 to 150 kilometers, the Ducati factory teams 
have made a tradition of putting a fresh engine in the bike 
before the second qualifying session, allowing it to start the 
first heat the day after in the best possible shape. Longevity of 


an Italian racing twin can differ quite a lot - some engines blow 
up after 20 kilometers, other engines can take up to 1200 kilo- 
meters. A lot depends on the riding style of the factory riders. 
“After only 10 laps at the Misano circuit, John Kocinski had 
perfectly understood how to treat a Ducati engine," Ferrari 
admitted. “Even though as-a former Grand Prix rider he could 
have been tempted to try to rev as high as possible, this was 
clearly not the best strategy with the Ducati." According to the 
Italian, the ideal shift point for the big twin is 11,600 and 12,000 
rpm. Used this way, the engines deliver their best goods for 
about 450 kilometers (280 miles) - just enough to complete sec- 
ond qualifying, free practice, Superpole, warmup ànd the two 
races. 


Doubts as to the legality of the double-sided swingarm of the 
factory Honda RC45 were discarded by FIM Technical official 
Steve Whitelock. "It is completely legal," he said. "According 
to the rule book, the swingarm can be replaced by any other 
type, as long as it is not made of Kevlar or carbon fiber. For the 
front fork, on the other hand, the type must be the same..We 
will, however, introduce the same reason for the rear suspen- 
sion in the next technical rule book. This is not expected to be 
issued before 2000 or 2001. Right now, the manufacturers are 
working out some proposals. The Japanese met with Ducati 
and Aprilia in Japan on April 7 to talk about this. Apparently, 
they have a 22-page proposal document already, considering 
homologation rules, the notion of prototypes, etc. Until now, 
the manufacturers seemed to want a maximum liberty of modi- 
fying and developing parts, until another manufacturer got 
something new which worked and which they considered to be 
illegal. So now we prefer to have them work it out among 
themselves before we get involved in the discussion." The cur- 
rent rules also do not state the type of exhaust system that can 
be used to replace the "original," homologated type. As for the 
double-sided swingarm, both RC45s were fitted with what was 
the fourth or fifth generation, ones with more lateral flex tuned 
in to help. prolong tire life, reportedly at the request of Aaron 
Slight. 


The new name of the Octagon-Flammini Group joint venture 
will be announced within a few weeks. Maurizio Flammini 
admitted that the name originally chosen for the company was 
Vitesse, but that two other companies were using that name in 
sports marketing. Flammini said that the new name will be 
inspired by Octagon. 


As expected, Italian Paolo Casoli won the World Series Super- 
sport race, but not without having to fend off the numerous 
attacks of Swiss veteran Yves Briget, who is aboard a Ducati this 
year. Third place went to Massimo Meregalli, who had run in 
that position for most of the time until Michael Paquay took that 
away from him with a couple of laps to go. The Belgian would 
not, however, reach the finish, having to retire on the final lap 
after running out of fuel. Paquay's misfortune completed the 
unlucky weekend for the factory Honda squad, as.the team's 
other rider, James Toseland, crashed his CBR600 early in the 
race. 


The vibrations Troy Corser complained about after both races 
could well be caused by the tire slipping on the rim. As this is 
not really a new problem, Michelin has worked on that and 
even found some sort of a solution in Donington Park. During 
practice, Carl Fogarty tried the greenish tire, one that provides 
much more gríp on the rim than the conventional tire. But as 
Michelin didn't have quite enough of these to go around, some 
other riders had to do without. 


Dunlop also brought а new tire to test at Donington, though 
details of its differences were not known. Noriyuki Haga and a 
few other riders used the new tire during some practice ses- 
sions, though it is unclear if it was ased by. anyone during the 
race.

Ig between finishing first or third at 

the 1998 Loretta Lynn's combined 
AMA Grand National Cross Country 
and National Hare Scrambles event in 
Hurricane Mills. Team Kawasaki / 
Andrews Racing's Fred Andrews 
claimed the win with just a breath to 
spare - no mean feat considering that 
there were two current National Cham- 
pions in his draft when the checkered 
flag fell. 

Hot on Andrews' heels were Nation- 
al Hare Scrambles champ Rodney Smith 
and reigning GNCC king Scott Sum- 
mers in second and third, respectively. 
For the final three of five laps, the trio 
waged war on each other, none giving 
any quarter. 

"They didn't give (the win) to me 
and I wasn't going to give it to them," 
Andrews said afterward. "We went at it 
tooth and nail and we weren't giving 
anything to anybody. A lot of people 
thought that my first win (at round one 
at Okeechobee) was too easy, so today I 
wanted to show everyone that I was for 
real." 

Indeed, Andrews is for real, having 
won two of three GNCCs thus far and 
topping the series points total heading 
into round four. The 1993 GNCC cham- 
pion's current tally is 58 points to 
Smith's 56 and Summers' 55. 

Fourth place went to Team Suzuki's 
Steve Hatch, who overcame a torn fuel 
line and a high-speed get-off en route to 
his first finish of the year. Still battling 
the effects of a broken back suffered last 
season, Hatch is regaining the form that 
earned him national number two in both 
these off-road series last year. Trailing 





Hatch was Uniontown, Pennsylvania's 
Barry Hawk Jr., aboard a Team Yama- 
ha/HWK Racing YZ400F. A former 
Four-Stroke A and 250cc A GNCC 
champion, Loretta Lynn's was Hawk's 
best Pro-class finish to date. 

Loretta Lynn's annually promises to 
be one of the year's biggest off-road 
race events, and this year was no 
exception. A total of over 500 riders of 
all skill levels competed in either the 
morning's C-class event or the after- 
noon's main event. All in attendance 
were fortunate to have ideal weather 
conditions greet them in western Ten- 
nessee just days after tornadoes had 
ravaged the middle of the 
state. By Sunday morning, 
cloudless blue skies and 
warm temperatures in the 70s 
combined with loamy dirt 
conditions to create a perfect 
racing situation. 

This year's Loretta Lynn's 
racecourse was laid out by 
Racer Production's Jeff Rus- 
sell, the former National 
Enduro Champion, and 80 
percent of the course utilized 
virgin trail and included 
everything from tight woods 
to whooped-out, high-speed: 
sections, and also included a

grass-track motocross course in view of 
the pits. Track length totaled 13.5 miles, 
on the longer side for a typical GNCC 
course. Speeds for the front-runners 
averaged 22 mph. 

The start at Loretta Lynn's combined 
national usually provides a rare occa- 
sion to see two number-one plates on 
the starting grid, those of the current 
GNCC and National Hare Scrambles 
champions. This year, however, hare 
scrambles champ Smith wore his nation- 
al number-four GNCC plate in place of 
his typical number-one hare scrambles 
number. АП Pro riders lined up with red 
number-plate backgrounds and white 





numbers for the first time to better 
define their status to spectators when 
conditions become muddy or dusty. The 
GNCC will see red backgrounds insti- 
tuted from here on out. 

In all, 30 Pro-class competitors took 
to the course at the dead-engine start. 
Racing up the wooded start straight, 
riders dodged trees on their way to 
fourth gear and the gradual left-hand 
turn leading up a multiline hillclimb. At 
the front of the pack, with typically 
good starts, were the Suzukis of Hatch 
and Smith, with Andrews hot on their 
tails. To the rear of the group were Sum- 
mers and Team Husaberg's Jason Dahn- 
ers; Summers was the victim of a multi- 
kick start and Dahners had to deal with 
a slow-to-ignite electric start. 

For the first lap, it was Hatch up 
front, with Smith behind. Though it was 
Hatch's first opportunity of the young 
season to lead a GNCC, the point posi- 
tion is not exactly where he wanted to 
be in the early going. 

^J led the first lap and I kept looking 
back at my teammate Rodney Smith and 
he was shaking his head ^no' - he didn't 
want to lead, either," Hatch said. "It was 
really rocky and technical and leaves 
were everywhere, so I said, "Well, if 
those guys are going to make me lead, 
I'm going to go real slow.’” 

By the end of lap one, Hatch held the 
lead, with Smith, Andrews, Team 
KTM’s Scott Plessinger and Team Yama- 
ha/SCR Racing’s Doug Blackwell com- 
pleting the top five. Team Kawasaki/ 
Andrews Racing's Brian Keegan, Sum- 
mers, Gas Gas' Duane Conner, National 
Enduro Champion Mike Lafferty and 
Hawk rounded out the top 10. Both 
Conner and Blackwell would retire on 
the next go-around, both riders failing 
to score their first GNCC points of the 
year. Also failing to score points was 
California's Brian Garrahan, who came 
into the day tied with Blackwell for the 
Hare Scrambles series points race at 55 
and a win apiece. Plessinger would also 
join them on the sidelines before day's 
end, the victim of a blown shock. 

Also encountering his fair share of 
problems early on was Team Yama- 
ha/HWK Racing's Randy Hawkins, 
who was forced to make a lengthy pit 
stop to clear out a clogged main jet. Re- 
entering the race in 27th, Hawkins 
would again be forced to climb through 
the ranks from the rear of the pack 
before finishing a credible seventh over- 
all. 





Ascending through the pack on lap 
two were Keegan and Summers, who 
rose to the first and second positions, 
respectively. Hawk and his Yamaha 
four-stroke were on the move as well, 
moving up from 10th to fifth while turn- 
ing in the fastest lap time of the day, a 
sub-36-minute circuit. For the second 
event in a row, Keegan claimed the lead 
on lap two and put in a bid for his first 
podium finish of the year, but it was not 
to be. Pitting on lap two instead of lap 
three (as the other riders did) would 
leave Keegan out of gas trailside on the 
last lap with a disappointing nonfinish 
and no points to show for the day. 

Lap two was eventful for Andrews 
and threatened to finish his day prema- 
turely when he tangled with a tree. 

“I got going and caught up with Scott 
(Summers) and then tackled a tree," 
Andrews recounted. "I came out of a 
corner in this deep, long rut and 
thought I was in third gear. When I got 
on the throttle, (my bike) jumped out 
from underneath me. I was holding on 
like Superman and clipped a tree. It was 
all over quick." 

From Summers' vantage point, the 
crash was more spectacular than 
Andrews let on. 

“I thought he was out for the day,” 
Summers said. “Не took out a tree about 
6 inches around and he just bent the 
whole thing over with his torso. It took 
his body and threw him back like a 
spring, so he passed me, without his 
bike, going the other direction. It was 
bizarre! Then he got back up and rode a 
heck of a race." 

Falling backward through the field on 
lap two was Hatch, a victim of a crash 
and resulting mechanical problems. 

"I was following Keegan and Sum- 
mers and came into a real fast, waist- 
high whoop section and all of a sudden 
I hit something and my hands came off 
the bars. I got back up and took off and 
maybe five guys got by - no big deal - 
and then a quarter-mile later the bike 
started running out of gas. A stick must 
have pulled off the gas line and it was 
just pouring out. I must have kicked it 
40 times to get it going again. By that 
time I think they were a minute and 45 
seconds ahead."

By lap three, Andrews, Smith and 
Summers were alone, doing battle up 
front, a minute clear of the rest of the 
field. The seesaw battle found each 
rider taking his turn at the front of the 
field. Hoping to repeat his disappearing 
act of round two, Summers put his big 
XR in the lead and looked to break 
away. : 

“When Scott took over the lead and 
stepped it up," Smith said of lap three, 
^we pretty much held that pace to the 
finish. It felt good. It almost made it eas- 
ier to ride in the whoops. The slower 
you go, the rougher it is on you." 

The Hare Scrambles champ would 
soon find trouble out on the course in 
the form of a lapped rider. 

^With two laps to go, I was behind 
Summers when a lapper got into our 
line and stopped. Scott hit him, then a 
tree, and (he) stopped between them, 
and there was nothing I could do but hit 
Scott from behind. He went on and the 
lapper's bike fell over on me, so I had to 
pick it up and push it aside. I really 
thought those guys were gone, but I 
caught back up to them by the white 
Hag. 

With one lap to go, it was Andrews 
heading Summers by two seconds and 
Smith just three seconds further behind. 
Andrews admitted to being just a bit 
nervous heading out onto the final cir- 
cuit. 

“1 was just wondering if I was going 
to throw it away," Andrews said. "I said 
to myself, ‘Man, it's pretty easy from 
here on out. I've just got a few uphills to 
go.’ It seemed like Scott had some pretty 
good lines on the hills and I could hear 
him behind me, so I tried to remember 
where he went. I knew Һе couldn't get 
by me if I was in his lines." 

Riding a mistake-free final lap, 
Andrews held on to the lead for the next 
half-hour of racing to score his second 
win on the season. Just behind him was 
Smith, who had bested Summers on the 
last lap for the runner-up position. АП 
were spent at the finish. x 

“АП of us had a good day," Summers 
said from the podium. "It was an awe- 
some battle and I don't think a human 
being could go any faster in the woods 
than we were going." 


Steve Hatch overcame a few problems, 
including a high-speed get-off, to finish fourth. 





Hatch climbed back up to fourth two 
minutes off of the lead pace. Hawk fol- 
lowed some 36 seconds later, and 
though he looked to have fourth place 
locked up with half a lap to go, he set- 
tled for fifth after being displaced by 
Hatch. 

“I only made one mental mistake all 
day," Hawk said. "I came down (from a 
jump) and I leaned left, the bike went 
right and I went dawn. Steve was right 
behind me and checked that I was all 
right, but by the time I got going again, 
he was gone." 

Enduro champ Lafferty collected 
sixth after losing time with a stuck 
choke lever and a broken drink system. 
After having the hose torn from his 
drink system on the third lap, he chose 
to back off the pace rather than risk 
dehydration. With no spare system back 
in the pits, he continued at.a smart pace 
that would guarantee a safe finish. 

Hawkins was in seventh after slicing 
through countless lappers while work- 
ing his way to the front on the four- 
stroke Yamaha. A surprise finisher in 
eighth overall was Sport Cycles Racing’s 
Robbie Jenks on a 250cc Yamaha. The A- 
class rider inherited his class lead after 
rival Jimmy Jarrett ran out of fuel on the 
last lap. The pace at which the two 
pushed each other during the event put 
their adjusted overall times at eighth 
and 13th, respectively. 

Ninth fell to Yamaha-mounted Scott 
McLaughlin, formerly of Washington 
state and now residing in West Virginia 
to ride and train with Blackwell while 
contesting the entire GNCC series. And 
in 10th, scoring the first GNCC points 
for European manufacturer TM, was 
Indiana’s Mike Sampson, wearing 
GNCC national number 21. €N

'TM's Mike Lafferty overcame his 
[Ке morning tension to take 

the win at the Greenbrier Nation- 
al. Although happy to be close to home - 
about a five-minute drive - Lafferty 
shouldered a fair amount of dread for 
what might happen during the day. Of 
most of the competitors on hand, Laffer- 
ty knew just how tough it could be in 
his local woods, and also how tough the 
local competition might be. Rather than 
worrying about his National AA-class 
peers, Lafferty was mostly concerned 
about his own sibling and two local hot- 
shoes. Past ECEA Champion Kevin Ben- 
nett was a dark-horse favorite on his 
XR250, being well-known for unrelent- 
ing speed in unforgiving tight stuff; and 





current ECEA champ Fred Hoess was 
also a major threat. With additional 
pressure from his brother Richard, who 
also grew up in the area, Lafferty had 
his hands full just getting away from the 
starting line - but by the first check, it 
was plain to see who was going to lead 
the pack this day. 

For the National sanction, the Tri- 
County Sportsmen MC - always known 
as a tough regional enduro - pulled out 
all the stops to take points away from 
the National class. In doing so, they also 
took away buckets of points from the 
rest of the field. Unseasonably warm 
temperatures and sunny skies also 
added to the workout, and triple-digit 
scores were not uncommon, even in the 
A class. 

The day started out with a quick 4- 
mile section to warm everyone up, and

to wake up those still sleeping. Lafferty 
wasted no time getting into high gear, 
and clocked out at the first check with 
the lowest elapsed time, although not by 
much. Lafferty nipped in two minutes 
down, as did Hoess, Bennett and local

edged them all for tie-breaker seconds. 

Missing the flip in that first section 
meant three points or more on your 
card, and included in that group were 
such notables as Yamaha's Randy 
Hawkins, who was riding a YZ250 for 
this round and seemed to be suffering at 
the hands of overheating gremlins right 
from the start. Michael's brother 
Richard Lafferty also clocked out with a 
three, as did local riders Bill Atkinson 
and Duane Shirk. Six or seven points 
down was not an unusual score in the A 
class, and this was only four miles into 
the event. 

A long section of free time followed, 
as the riders moved to a different part of 
the South Jersey forest, and then a 10- 
mile section that kept the riders busy 
but not late. Big points weren’t taken 
until the third section - 10 miles of tight 














trail that made a number of riders won- 
der exactly what they were doing there. 

“You know, we lay this stuff out,” 
said Tri-County club member Richard 
Lafferty, who was riding the event in 
the National AA class, “but we never 
ride all the sections back to back. I never 


_ realized how tough our own enduro is. 


Holy cow...” 

His sentiment was echoed by brother 
Michael, who said, “I saw all kinds of 
people stuck in the mud in that free- 
time section. Lucky they ran us at 18 
mph, or they would have killed us all 
off. In a free section!” 

Once again, Michael was the man to 
beat at the check-five check-out. He 
dropped eight points - again - a full 
point better than everyone else, which 
pretty much cemented his place at the 
front of the pack, barring any catastro- 
phes along the way. 

His rival Hawkins was right behind 
with nine points down, but liquid was 
visibly steaming out his radiator’s over- 
flow, and things didn’t look good for his 
machine. West Virginia rider Doug 
Blackwell, well-known on the GNCC 
circuit, also finished up with a nine, as 
did Hoess and Bennett. Coming into the 
gas available, it was Lafferty, Hoess and 
Bennett, in that order, with Lafferty 
holding a slim one-point lead. - 

The next section was 17 miles of 
timekeeping, basically - a cruise for the 
AA and most of the A classes, and a 
very spirited ride for the B and C riders. 
Zero was the score to log at both back- 


to-back checks in the sections, with a 
single point coming off at the-second of 
the checks for those who, were sleeping. 
Chief among them was Matt Stavish, 
last year's number-two rider, as well as 
Blackwell and Moore. 

The next section was the well-known 
and far-from-beloved Otis Fudpucker 
Tree Farm section, a 6-mile nightmare of 
inch-thick pine saplings growing 
between two and six inches apart, with 
à handlebar-width serpentine trail 
hacked out of it. Once you enter “Otis- 
land," there is literally nowhere to go 
except the check-out. Once again, Laffer- 
ty was cooking, clocking out four points 
down; but his competition was also 
heating up, as Hoess and Bennett also 
dropped fours in the section. Richard 
Lafferty scored a five, as did Jason Dah- 
ners, who traveled out from Washing- 
ton to see what an eastern enduro was 
like, and who was chasing Mike Lafferty 
on the same minute. Hawkins came out 
with a six and a cloud of cooking 
coolant, and he decided to pack it in at 
the following gas available. 

The next section would be the final 
points-taking contest of the day, a 17- 
mile joyride that was slightly more open 
but still much tighter than the 24-mph 
average begged for. With two checks 
back to back, it was sure to rob some 
points, and Lafferty kept his loss to a 
minimum, dropping a pace-setting score 
of five points at the middle check. Hoess 
was still hot, though, and also clocked 
through with a five, although back 
another 40 seconds. They both carried 
their time into the second half of the sec- 
tion, and though Lafferty clocked out 
with a 10, Hoess' extra seconds pushed 
him up to 11, ending any chance to get 
closer. One more section remained into 
the finish, although it had been short- 
ened due to mud and wasn't a factor in 
the scoring for the AA riders. When the 
points were tallied, Lafferty had taken 
the overall with a total of 29 points, while 
Hoess, representing the local underdogs, 
came uncomfortably close with a 31. 

“1 certainly didn't think it was going 
to be as hard as this," Lafferty said after- 
ward. "This is tight, unlike anything else 
on the National circuit. The club did a 
great job of cutting trail. In a lot of the 
stuff, I had no idea where I was. That 
last 17-mile section was the most fun. I 
went into it just trying to catch Richard 
(Lafferty), just for fun. I didn't catch 
him, but that's okay; I did all right at the 
finish." 

Kevin Bennett finished third with 33 
points to his credit, while Rich Lafferty 
closed up with a 36 for fourth overall. 
Bill Atkinson, of Pottsville, Pennsylva- 
nia, was fifth overall on his KTM, and 
Jason Dahners drove his Husaberg into 
sixth and the High Point A trophy with 
a 42. Stavish was seventh overall with a 
46, and finishing out the top 10 were 
Bob Bennett (48), Michael Moore (50), 
and Doug Blackwell (50). 

Craig Gaver, of York Haven, Penn- 

iylvania, was the top finisher in the B 

ss, dropping 71 points on a KTM 200, 
and Jason Catlett of Millville, New Jer- 
sey, took the High Point C award with a 
great score of 40 on his 125cc Suzuki. 
And Kathi Cambell, of Edgewater, 
Maryland, a longtime ECEA Women's- 
class champ, finished the C course with 
a score of 48, just eight points shy of 
tying the High Point. €N

hey were like peas and carrots, 
salt and pepper, a burger and fries. 





Now they are like oil and water? 


They are reigning U.S. National Speed- 
way Champion “Flyin’” Mike Faria and 
Costa Mesa Speedway. 

In a move that is almost as stunning 
as was seven-time champion Mike 
Bast's decision to leave the sport for 
good back in the mid-'80s, Faria, a long- 
time hero of Southern California and 
American speedway racing fans every- 
where, has elected to pack his bags and 
leave Southern California for the appar- 


ently greener pastures of the Northern - 


California, speedway circuit - with its 
pair of regular weekly tracks. According 
to the three-time U.S. National Champi- 
on, who now calls Reno, Nevada, home, 
the combination of politics and infight- 
ing with Costa Mesa promoters Interna- 
tional Speedway Inc., and a lack of race 
venues (read m-o-n-e-y) were the major 
influences behind the change. Now 41 
years old, Faria sees the return home as 
a fresh start, both for his career and the 
sport that he loves so much. But one 
thing remains the same: “Flyin’” Mike is 
still not afraid to tell it as he sees it. 

So what’s the deal with this move? 
What was it that made you decide to 
make such a drastic change? 

Well, I saw a 180-degree turnaround. 
Before, when I lived in Northern Califor- 


_ nia, Southern California was it. They had 


five nights of racing and the big crowds, 
they had this and that, and you had to go 
there to make your living. And-so, for 
the last 16 years I’ve been down there, 
and every year it keeps going south - just 
getting worse and worse. Now they’re 
down to one race track. These people up 
here (in Northern California) - I see that 




















they’re more positive; I’ve already 
picked up two new sponsors. People are 
more enthused, and they're not negative. 
They are trying to make things happen, 
where down there it’s, like, “So what? Be 
here or don’t do this or that.” It’s just a 
negative attitude, and up here they have 
a positive attitude. It’s just a way differ- 
ent atmosphere. 

When do you remember seeing the 
healthy state of the sport in So Cal start 
to change? 

I think it was way back when we had 
that recession going in 1986 or '87. We 
lost Ventura, and then they started tak- 
ing the percentage (of the gate, as a 
bonus) away from riders and guys start- 
ed to quit. When you start taking money 
away from riders, you start losing rid- 
ers. Each rider has his following. Not 
everybody loves Mike Faria or Alan 
Christian or Bobby Schwartz; maybe 
they like some other guy. So when they 
started taking the money to where a guy 
has to work... When a guy gets home, 
he's tired. He ain't gonna go out and 
race, where he goes out at 8 p.m. and 
comes in at midnight and has to get up 
at 4 a.m. That four hours of sleep just 
ain't gonna cut it. When you start taking 
the money away, you take everything 
away. That's what they've done. 





What are your feelings on the politics 
іп the sport right now, and how they 
have affected things such as the recog- 
nition of your last championship? 
Well, whether or not I was recognized 
by the AMA, there was only one 
National Champion last year, and I’m 
still it. Whether it’s AMA or non-AMA 
or whatever, I am the number-one rider 
in the USA right now. But we were 
AMA all year long, and then all of a 
sudden for the National we changed 
things? That's promoter stupidity, the 
way I look at it. Why be AMA all year 
long and then the National comes, and 
they say no? It makes no sense to me at 
all. Here we supported the AMA all 
year long, and then for the National 
we're gonna drop the AMA? Why? 
Because of some tire rule? : 
The promoter should not be the pró- 
moter and the rider and the track-prép 
guy. Everybody knows that, and every- 
body has been pissed off about it. A lot 
of people are afraid to say anything to 
Brad (Oxley, of International Speedway) 
about it, but hey - I've just been going in 
there, doing my gig and getting out о 
there. } 
How would you compare your treat- 
ment in the south to your treatment in 
the north? You mentioned some things, 
like you've picked up some support. 
It's like, here I am, the "Costa Mesa 
Champion" or whatever. I was their 
(Southern California's) number one. 
You would have thought that they 
would at least be willing to pay for my 
license for the year. It's only 40 bucks, 
but it's not the money, it's the principle. 
They didn't do it, and it was just little 
things like that that ticked me off to the 
point where I was like, "You're not even 
gonna look after your number-one rider, 
are you then?" That's what that was 
telling me. I was the National Champion 
and for the (promos) in the Orange 
County Register, who do they have in 
there? Greg Hancock and Billy Hamill. I 
can see Greg being in there; but it 
should have been Greg and me - your 
two number ones, not one and two. 
They had a little piece on me, but I think 
that I deserved a little more than that. 
They didn't give it to me, and I could 
see that they weren't going to give it to 
me. Now they're bitching because I’ve 
gone up here, and it's like, "Well, let's 
see. You guys are negative, you've taken 
all the money away, a guy can win 
everything and make $400. Whoopee. 
His life is on the line and all they're 
worried about is bankruptcy. It's like 
they've got two sets of books: One they 
can erase, and the other is all red. АП 
they ever cry is, "We're losing money." 
Yeah, right. Let. me show you someone 
who is losing money. K 
Basically, since I've come up here 
I've already picked up sponsors, and the 
promoters are backing me. I've told 
them if they want to do any promotional 
things, I'll be there to help them out. 
There's just a lot of positive things going 
on here, and it lifts me. I am the Nation- 
al Champion, and I'm being looked at 
(that way), even if it isn't in Southern 
California. 








This move to Northern California 
returns you to your roots, doesn't it? 
How did you get your start in speed- 
way racing, anyway? 
I used to be a flat-tracker - I was District 
36 number two for like three or four 
years in a row. I was working at Cycle 
Gear in Richmond, a motorcycle parts 
and accessory store, and the owners of 
that used to go to speedway all the time. 
They went to Napa and Cal Expo, and all 
the races up here. They said, "Hey, Mike, 
do you want to give speedway a try?" I 
didn't even know what the hell it was, 
but I told them that I'd ride anything on 
two wheels. I got into it, and I was on a 
1937 JAP, and they said, "If you can 
make Division One on this, then we'll 
buy you a new two-valve (Jawa). This 
was in "75, and the two-valve was the hot 
motor. So I did it, and the next thing I 
knew, I was number one in Northern 
California for five years in a row (776-81). 
In 1982, I decided to spread my 
wings and move to Southern California. 
I spent 16 years down there, and I won 
the points championship 11 times. I also 
spent two years racing in Scotland in 
1995 and '96, and in 1988 I raced for the 
(British League's) Belle Vue Aces. 
At the time, it probably seemed pretty 
cool to get those European rides, but 
looking back on it now, doesn't it seem 
that when riders leave here, the Ameri- 
can program suffers? It seems like 
before, riders used to go over for the 
money and a shot at the World Cham- 
pionship. Now a lot of them seem to go 
over just for the money. 
Definitely it does hurt when you lose 
your top riders slicin' and dicin'. It's like 
in basketball, when you see Michael Jor- 
dan play against Karl Malone. You 
know that those guys have to be at their 
very best. That rider's gonna be on his 
game, and you'd better be on your game 
too. When everybody's gone, you can let 
your back down a little bit. 
Was the abundance of the top riders 
what you think made the sport so hot 
in Southern California during the late- 
"706 and early-'80s? 
I believe it was, but you have to remem- 
ber that they were paying all those hot 
riders, and a guy could make a decent 
living at it - putting his life out on the 
line, racing. When they took all the 
money, they took away all the good rid- 
ers. They (the riders) just weren't 
enthused with it anymore. And that's 
why we don't have any new riders com- 
ing into the sport. 
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It's the same thing over in England. 
They're starting to cut the money back, 
so riders aren't going back over. Chris 
Manchester - he's not going back over 
there this year. If you don't have a good 
sponsor or backer over there, then 
you're going to struggle. 

Once you struggle, your confidence 
goes down and your enthusiasm goes 
down. That's why right now Гуе got a 
big lift going, because I've gotten back 
to my roots, and I've got people helping 
me before we've even started racing. I 
had people backing me in Southern Cal- 
ifornia, but nothing like these people are 
backing me. 

You had backing straight from the 
Jawa factory at one point in your 
career, didn't you? 

Yes. I rode the center-port dual-over- 
head cam Jawas for Bill Cody Racing, 
and he had one of their engine builders 
come over here, and I was a factory 
Jawa rider. They took care of me really 
well. I think I stayed with them for two 
or three years before I went to England 
in 1988. 

You were always a favorite to win the 
U.S. National Championship from way 
early in your career, but it sure seemed 
like it took a long time for you to final- 
ly get it in '90. How frustrating was it 
for you all those years? 

It was frustrating, you said it: You just 
had to bite your tongue and take it with 
a grain of salt and say that you'd get 'em 
next year. But then you get tired of those 
years, so... I don't know... Afterwards, 
you just went out and drank a lot of 
beer and drank your sorrows away 
(laughs). 

It wasn't the end of the world. I did 
win the points (those years), so it wasn't 
a total loss. The majority of the time, I 
was still on the podium. 

Then it happened in '90 and right away 
again in '91. How do you remember 
those? 

Well, I had backing from Russell Racing. 
Warren Russell had the big bucks, and 
he had me on the best equipment. We 
just put it all together. When you have 
the best equipment, and you know 
you're the best guy there, your confi- 
dence is just way higher. I didn't have to 
worry about anything. 

Last year, you had to have perfect heats 
all night and win what was basically a 
dash to become National Champion. 
Did winning the title that way give 
you a greater sense of accomplishment 
than those back-to-back wins? 





Yes. That (format) just all goes back to 
that non-AMA thing, but if you want to 
have a Grand Prix, then you've got to 
have more than one race. That was just 
the promoter/rider trying to do it all. I 
don't think he really even asked any rid- 
ers if they would like that program. I 
don't know what he was thinking. 
Either way, you still had to be on top all 
night. It was going to take at least 12 
points to be in that A Final, or if you had 
11 points, you had to win the B Final to 
make the A. 

It wasn't only that, but also the fact 
that we had the World Champions 
there. Billy (Hamill) had won the World 
Championship the year before, and 
Greg (Hancock) had won it this last 
year. Both of them were World Champs. 
We beat the best. 

Who would you characterize as your 
greatest rival on the race track over the 
years? 

Jeez, there's been a number of 'em, 
because I've been racing for 28 years 
(laughs). I'd say any of the top 10 riders 
(each year) were a threat to you. If Alan 
Christian or Steve Lucero or Bobby 
Schwartz was on top that year... You 
can't just pick one guy. Anybody in the 
top 10 could make the gate, and then 
you weren't gonna beat them. You have 
to look at them all the same. They were 
alla threat. 

So now you're home. What are your 
plans for the new season? 

Well, I want to go down for opening 
night at Costa Mesa, but then basically I 
want to concentrate on Northern Cali- 
fornia - Auburn is on Friday and Dixon 
is on Saturday. ГЇЇ do special events in 
Southern California, and that will be 
about it. l've got some new people on 
board with me - Phil Reome Inc., Arai 
helmets, Offbeat Productions. Then I 
still have JRM, STP, Oilzall, NJK and Dr. 
Stine from Southern California. Frank 
Diaz will be my engine tuner. He helped 
me way back when I started racing. 
There are likely to be two National 
Championship races this next year. 
One will be AMA-sanctioned and will 
likely not be. What are your thoughts 
regarding which one will take prece- 
dence, be the most important? 

They're both going to be big-money 
races, so now we've got two big races, 
which is what speedway really needs. 
They ought to put the three or four race 
tracks together and have a Grand Prix 
system, but it's the same old problem 
that we've seen the last 15 years. It's this

“promoters fighting" shit. We need to 
work together. When you fight, one guy 
loses, the other guy wins. We need 
everybody to win. 

But I'd have to go with the AMA. 
I've been with the AMA for over 25 
years, so I'm going to stick with them. I 
think that they have been more loyal to 
me than anybody. They've taken me to 
the Overseas Final, they've taken me to 
Russia - they've paid my way. They've 
taken good care of me. They've kept 
their part. They haven't been that bad. I 
don't know what the promoter's prob- 
lems are with them. 

Finally, the inevitable question: After 
all, you're 41 years old now... 

Well... yeah... so? What's that got to do 
with the price of gold (laughs)? 

So how much longer are you going to 
go before you pull out the big "R" 
word? 

I don't know. I keep getting older and it 
keeps getting easier. I feel young, I feel 
spunky and I still got it. One day maybe 
I won't and then, bam, I'll just say, 
"That's it." It'll be a cold-turkey thing. 
Someday, when I do quit racing, I'd like 
to maybe promote a race track, because I 
think I can do it right and be fair with 
the riders, like they do it at Auburn. 
(Auburn promoter) Dave Joiner has got- 
ten a sponsorship from Auburn Toyota, 
where they put up $200 into the main- 
event purse, and he already puts in 
$500. Auburn's sponsor is putting 
money into the rider's pocket, and not 
Dave's pocket. I think that's the way it 
should go. I don't mind the promoters 
making money, but I think that they 
should be fair about it. 

But ГЇЇ keep doing speedway because 
I do love it. Next to my wife, I love it. 
When you climb on a speedway bike, 
you've got something exciting between 
your legs, pal. There's nothing like it. 
Feeling the power, sliding it through the 
corner, getting that checkered flag and 


„winning - it's still an awesome feeling. 


So you'll just keep going? 
Yep. Hey, I refuse to grow up anyhow. єх 
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DELTA, UT, APR. 4 
now fell on the racers and cut an 
entire loop out of round three of 
the AMA National Champi- 
onship Hare & Hound Series, held near 
Delta, Utah, but it was a day in the sun 
for Kawasaki's Destry Abbott. 

The Kawasaki Team Green racer bat- 
tled handlebar to handlebar with Ty 
Davis in the first half of the race, then 
used the extra top end of his KX500 to 





outrun the Yamaha pilot on the fast 
roads of loop two. When the race was 
over, Abbott was ahead by a bike length 
and had taken the first overall win of his 
National Hare & Hound career. 

"Coming into the finish, it was really 
tough because we caught lappers, and 
Davis was really back on me, but I made 
it and I'm just so happy," Abbott said. 
"Besides the qualifier (a special-test win 
at last year's ISDE in Italy), this is my 
first really big win. It feels great." 

With three different winners in the 
first three rounds of competition, this

year's seven-race 
Hare & Hound 
series is a far cry 
from the easy-to- 
call foregone con- 
clusions of years 
gone by. (Dan 
Smith dominated 
the event for the 
first five years, 
Danny Hamel won 
it five times in a 
row, and Ty Davis 
took six out of 
seven events last 
year.) 

But what a dif- 
ference a new sea- 
son makes. With 
one race to go 
before the summer 
hiatus, the points 
race is still way too close to call and, 
with less than 100 yards deciding the 
win in two of the three events run so far, 
the only prediction that anybody is 
making is that the racing will be fast, 
furious and close all year long. 

Round three of the Hare & Hound 
series was supposed to be a three-loop, 
108-mile race through the desert and 
mountain terrain near Delta, about 120 
miles south of Salt Lake City, but snow 
in the days leading up to the event 
scratched the final loop and cut the 
event to a little over 74 miles. 











A large field of around 300 riders left 
the line when the banner dropped at 
11:15 a.m. and it was full speed ahead 
through the infamous sand dunes that 
gave the Little Sahara riding area its 
name. 

“We like to run them through the 
sand because it gives them a chance to 
get straightened out," said Preston Ger- 
ber of the Sage Riders MC. 

The race, officially known as the 
Shawn Gerber Memorial Hare & 
Hound, was in its 10th and final year as 
a memorial to Gerber's son, who died as 
a result of complications from the flu. 

Round-one winner Ty Davis led the 
way аз the front-runners passed the 
bomb and picked up the start of the rib- 
boned trail. KTM-mounted Nick Pear- 
son was in second, and Abbott was 
holding his own in third. Pearson pow- 
ered past Davis shortly after the bomb, 
and it was Pearson, Davis and Abbott, 
followed by Paul Krause, Todd Hoy, 
250cc-mounted Ed Sorenson, round- 
two winner Brian Brown, and Gas Gas 
racer Greg Zitterkopf at the 4-mile mark. 

^| had the early lead, but Pearson got 
by me - pretty much outpowered me - 
then we followed him for a long time, 
just the three of us: Pearson, me and 
Abbott," Davis said. "There was no 
dust. Everybody just keyed off the lead 
guy, and we had a really good race." 

Dan Richardson, who took the Vet- 
class win in rounds one and two of the 
series, was not having anything that 
resembled a really good race. 

"That was the worst start l've proba- 
bly gotten in five years," said Richard- 
son, shaking his head. "I missed the 
kickstarter when they dropped the ban- 


ner and then, in the little gully right 
before the flags, I hit a G-out and went 
over the bars, so I was just passing peo- 
ple like crazy the whole first loop." 
Dave Ondas also had problems 
before he cleared the starting area. 


“ fell in the sand dunes on the start. 


Somebody took me out," Ondas said. “I 
got a two-kick start, and I started going, 
and that's when I got taken out. I started 
like last." 

The day was overcast with an arctic 
chill as the racers headed out into the 
40-mile first loop that took them 
through 12 miles of burn area littered 
with tricky stumps, and then into some 
new trails that wound back and forth 
through tightly packed cedar trees. 

“It was fast in the beginning, so I 
didn't do very well, but I had an okay 
start and, once we got into the trees, I 
was able to pass people," said Yamaha- 
mounted Shane Esposito, who was hop- 
ing for a repeat of his 125cc-class win in 
round two. 

As the loop progressed, the race set- 
tled into a three-way battle for the lead 
between Pearson, Davis and Abbott. 

"Paul Krause was right behind us, 
and we just freight-trained for a long 
time - almost for the first full loop," 
Abbott said. "We had a great ride. Then 
Krause kind of dropped out and it left 
us three." 

“I gated well," Krause said. “I was 
like fourth at the smoke bomb, and I 
was where I wanted to be - in the lead 
pack - but about halfway through the 
first loop I dropped back, and I lost the 
group. From there on, I rode by myself 
the whole way. I just kept telling myself, 
“Со, go, go!" 

Zitterkopf was also telling his bike to 
"go, go, go," but to no avail. 

"I got a great start - I was seventh," 
Zitterkopf said. "I think I was first 250 
and probably first Vet, and I passed a 
few guys and moved up into fourth, but 
I guess the main bearing went out. It 
locked up and seized, so I turned 
around and went back to the pits." 

Zitterkopf won the series in 1996 and 
is planning to tackle the rest of this 
year's races on his Gas Gas. 

The racing was close as the loop pro- 
gressed. The course included roads, 
established trails, winding two-track 
and short, narrow sand washes, and 
there was a good dusting of snow in the 
higher elevations. 

"The course was a lot of fun back in 
the trees," said Hoy, who was as high as 
fifth overall before clutch problems put 
him out of contention. "The bike just 
wouldn't run. I finished the race but I 
was way back there." 

Davis had edged around Pearson to 
take over the lead by the time the rac- 
ers headed in for gas but only a few 
feet separated them, and Abbott was 
right on their tails. Krause was about 
15 seconds back in fourth overall; 
Sorenson led the 250cc pack in fifth 
overall; and Brown, Yamaha's Donnie 
Book, KX250-pilot Hengeveld, Hoy, 
Dave Hamel, Jeff Capt, Oakley 
Lehman, Richardson and Ondas 
rounded out the top 14. Brandon Ger- 
ber led the four-strokes through in 
15th, two spots ahead of 125cc-class 
leader Esposito. 

' The casualty count started to mount 
in the early stages of the second loop. 

“I just hit a stick but it yanked my 
finger all the way backwards and split 
the skin,” Jason Kawell said. “I think it's 
broken. I had a terrible start, and I ran 
out of gas coming in on the first loop, 
too.” 

' Jeff Capt parked his KX500 after a 
crash about half a mile into the loop. 





"I went into a fast corner in the tight 
trees. I was on the binders and hit a 
whoop right before it, and it just flipped 
me over the bars,” Capt said. “It was my 
fault. I just crashed, and I was too sore 
to go on. I hurt my leg and my ankle 
pretty bad." 

But the worst was yet to come. After 
missing the round-one win by just a 
bike length and sitting out round two 
with a separated shoulder, Nick Pear- 
son's luck ran out for a third time in 
loop two. The KTM racer was running 
third overall when he hit a hidden rock 
and crushed three of his toes. Pearson 
kept the bike upright but was in too 
much pain to continue. Pearson's cast 
will make him a perfect match for his 
brother Russ, whose right foot has been 
in a cast since he broke two toes in a 
crash in round two of the series. 

With Pearson out of the running, 
loop two became a two-way tussle 
between Davis and Abbott, and with the 
change in terrain, things started. to go 
Abbott's way. 

^He was catching me on the second 
loop" the Yamaha YZ400F-mounted 
Davis said. "They had some roads there 
and he reeled me in. I tried to hold him 
off but there was nothing I could do on 
the roads. I was trying to hog the whole 
road, but he had more power and went 
by me." 

Davis got Abbott back when the 
course tightened up again, and the 34- 
mile second loop turned into a back- 
and-forth battle between the two top 
racers. 

“1 got by him again, but then we got 
on another road and he ate me up," 
Davis said. "We were close the whole 
loop. Eventually, I knew we were getting 
to the end, and he knew it, too. We were 
just going 110 percent and he ended up 
winning. He rode really good." 

The key to success, according to 
Abbott, was horsepower and surviving 
a shared section of course right before 
the checkered flag. : 

“My bike was a little faster than his, 
so I was pulling him down the straight- 
aways, but then, coming in here, it was 
really tough because we caught lappers, 
and he really went back on me,” Abbott 
said. “Picking off the lappers was tough. 
I don’t think they knew that we were on 
the same course as them right towards 
the end.” 

Abbott completed the snow-short- 
ened 74-mile course in two hours. He 
was just a few bike lengths ahead of his 
race-long rival, but that was enough. 

"Im really happy to beat Davis and 
finally win a hare and hound," said 
Abbott, who celebrated his win while 
standing in falling snow. “It was a great 
race. I really felt good, and I was real 
happy with the way I was riding when I 
was behind Davis and Pearson. I figured 


that if I could just stay right there, I- 


would have a good chance to win, and it 
worked out. 

"The bike's just working awesome," 
continued the Kawasaki Team 
Green/Pro Circuit/Acerbis-backed 
racer. “Pro Circuit and Kawasaki are 
really doing a great job with these 
things." 

Abbott's celebration did not last long. 
His euphoria was cut short right after 
the race, when he loaded his bike and 
then turned around to find that the 
steering stabilizer he had removed just 
seconds before had been stolen. 

"| can't believe it,” Abbott lamented. 
“I turned my back for less than a minute 
and somebody took it." 

To add insult to injury, Abbott had 
borrowed the stabilizer from Kawasaki 
mechanic John Braasch.

"These things don't come cheap, and 
now I have to buy one to replace it," 
said Abbott. "I was on a real high and 
then I was really bummed. I'm hoping 
somebody saw who did it, and that I can 
get it back." 

Davis, who now has a win and two 
seconds toward his quest for the series 
win, was happy with his ride and with 
the course. 

"The course was awesome. This club 
always does a really good job,” said the 
Yamaha-backed racer. "The markings 
are really good and the course was easy 
to follow. As many esses as we go 
around in these bushes, weaving in and 
out, normally a course like this would 
be hard to follow. They do a super job 


_and I love coming here.” 


Third overall, and six minutes behind 
the leaders, was KX500-mounted 
Krause. 

“My only problem was breathing. 
I'm all stuffed up because I've been 
fighting a cold all week. I'm probably 
lucky the race was shorter today,” 
Krause said. “Dave Chase has been 
building my bikes and he did a super 
job, and I had a really good ride all day. 
I didn't miss one turn all day, and I 
never crashed into anything that 
should've been danger-marked. I think 
the club did an excellent job." 

Fourth overall went to KX500 racer 
Brian Brown, who reported that there 
was a little too much road for his liking 
but some great tight terrain to make up 
for it. Fifth overall and first 250cc went 
to Ed Sorenson. 

“I liked it,” said Sorenson. “It was 
real fun. I just got passed by these big- 
bores out in the flats.” 

Donnie Book recovered from a 20- 
something start to finish sixth and edge 
his Yamaha into second place in the 
250cc division, just ahead of KX250- 
mounted Steve Hengeveld, who ran 
out of rear brakes at the end of loop 
one and lost time changing them in the 
pits. 

“Hengeveld and I hooked up and 
battled for a while. I was able to pull 
away from him for a little bit and, after 
the pit, I was hoping to just be able to 
cruise, because my wrists were hurting, 
but he was right behind me again about 
10 miles out from the finish," said Book. 
“I just said, ‘It’s time to go; I have to 
tough this one out and put up with the 

. Dan Richardson recovered from a 
slow start to cross the finish in 11th 
overall and take his third Vet-class win 
of the series. 





“I passed more people today than I 
have in the last two years of racing, but 
everything other than my start was per- 
fect,” Richardson reported. 

Dave Hamel and Dave Ondas round- 
ed out the top 10, and Esposito took the 
125cc-class honors in 11th overall. 

"It was real fast but it was a good 
course and everything was marked," 
said Esposito. "I had a real good race 
and I'm proud of the way things went." 

The Four-Stroke win went to Bran- 
don Gerber in 12th. 

“I don't know if I was even in the top 
20 off the start; then people just started 
breaking down or crashing, and I'd pick 
one or two off here and there - just work 
my way up," Gerber said. "I lost my 
silencer about halfway through the sec- 
ond loop, and I stalled the motor a few 
times and had to work my way back 
past people when I got it started, but all 
in all I had a good time." 

Senior honors went to Steve Pitts of 
Layton, Utah. 

"It's a pity they had to shorten the 
course, because it was really good. It 
could've been an exceptional course 
with that little bit of extra distance," 
said Pitts, who rode an ATK 250. "It 
was marked well, and they weren't tak- 
ing any chances on people getting lost. 
They even had people pointing out the 
major turns on the course, so nobody 
got lost." єх

W hile taking a browse through a 





copy of thé FIM's Road Racing 

Technical Rules, as you so often 
do, it might occur to you that there are a 
number of areas that could use some 
more liberal interpretation - interpreta- 
tion that might just make racing motor- 
cycles look quite a bit different from 
how they do at the moment - and it 
might make them faster, too. 

Rules regarding engine and tuning 
for the various classes, even at Grand 
Prix level, are very specific in what they 
will and will not allow, but those for 
bodywork are notably less stringent. 
Since changes in bodywork might lead 
to improvements aerodynamically, it 
might well be worth experimentation 
and coming up with alternative shapes 
to those seen on the current Honda, 
Suzuki, Yamaha and Aprilia machinery. 
The question is, are current race bikes' 
fairings particularly aerodynamic or are 
there any loopholes in the rules that 
might allow different bodywork for 
increased top speed? 

Let's have a look. 

The main rules concerning bodywork 
or streamlining are Articles 45.01 and 
45.03, which state that you can't cover 
the wheels or extend fairings beyond the 
front and rear wheels, and also Article 
45.06, which states that you can't cover 
up the rider in wind-cheating body- 
work. 

So that's the streamlined top-speed- 
record-breaker appearance out the win- 
dow! Not that you'd want such enclosed 
bodywork anyway, because of the mod- 
ern way of riding that sees the rider 
hanging off in corners and generally 
shifting all around the bike. 

However, it may be possible to get a 
significant advantage from detail 
design. And, of course, a small advan- 
tage can make a big difference when 
there are worldwide reputations of the 
big factory teams - and the major adver- 
tisers sponsoring them - resting on get- 
ting results. 

So, if we can change a little bit of 
fiberglass bodywork and gain 10 mph 
on a long straight or even 0.3 of a sec- 
ond per lap, it would be well worth it. 

If we start at the front of the bike, we 
will already see some areas that allow 
bodywork different from that seen on 
current bikes. 

In recent years, as designers have put 
sleeker noses on bikes to better cut 
through the air, the front-bodywork rule 
has changed to its current condition of 
no fairing allowed further than 100mm 
ahead of the front-wheel spindle. Look- 
ing at bikes like the Honda NSR500 or 
Suzuki's RGv, we can see quite a sharp- 
angled profile right up to this 100mm 
limit - or, in Suzuki's case, beyond it and 
having to be cropped back a little. But 
are these shapes really as wind-cheating 
as they could be? Do airliners have 
sharp noses? Well, no, not unless they're 
designed to go supersonic. For low- 
speed aerodynamics, it might be prefer- 
able to have a softer, bulbous shape 
more like the Yamaha's 500cc Grand 








Prix.bike or Aprilia's 250. This year, in 
fact, Aprilia has changed last year's 
slimmer road-version fairing of the 
RS250 to the more bulbous, more aero- 
dynamic race version of Tetsuya Harada 
and Loris Capriossi's bike - I wonder 
why? 

At least as significant, however, is 
that moving vertically downward we 
find that it is not the upper fairing that 
hits the air first but, of course, the front 
tire, which is spinning, and therefore 
completely disturbing the airflow from 
there on. What would be useful is a fully 
shrouded front wheel, which is of 
course what the '50s Grand Prix bikes 
did with their "dustbin" fairings. But 
the rule that banned these fairings is still 
with us in Article 45.01, which states 
that we must be able to see the front 
wheel. However, 45. 01 also states, 
^with the exception of the part hidden 
by the mudguard." 

Therefore there is nothing preventing 
us from having a large mudguard and 
shrouding the wheel in at least this area. 

But how large? 


Article 43.02 states: "The front mud- ' 


guard must cover at least 100 degrees 
of the circumference of the wheel. In 
this area the wheel may be covered, 
respecting the angles mentioned below. 
The angle formed by one line drawn 
from the front edge of the mudguard to 
the center of the wheel and one drawn 
horizontally through the center of the 
wheel must be between 45 and 60 
degrees. The angle formed by one line 
drawn from the rear edge of the mud- 
guard to the center of the wheel and 
one drawn horizontally through the 
center of the wheel shall not exceed 20 
degrees." 





Got that? The key thing in this rule, 
as with many rules, is what it does not 
say. In this case, it is not made clear if 
the 20-degree angle for the rear edge is 
above or below the horizontal line. This 
means we could be liberal in our inter- 
pretation of the rule and take it below. 
We might further shroud the whole 
wheel area, including the brake discs 
and nasty, very unaerodynamic forks; 
but still be within the letter of the rules. 
If the scrutineers complain, you can say 
that it is still possible to see the front 
wheel rim except for "the part hidden 
behind the mudguard"! 

At this point you might get banned 
for not respecting the spirit of the rules, 
but let us not be deterred. 

Shrouding the wheel in this way 
would probably cause heat buildup in the 
brakes, so vents would be needed, partic- 
ularly for steel brake rotors. Covering 


“much of the spinning components and 


the uneven front forks that so disturb the 
airflow for the rest of the bike should con- 
siderably help the aerodynamics as we go 
further back and might offset any prob- 
lems. 

Once off the front wheel and sleek 
fender it would then be useful to 
extend the lower bodywork forward as 
close as possible to the tire while still 
allowing for suspension and steering 
movement. This should help allow con- 
tinuation of a hopefully laminar (good!) 
airstream. Most modern fairings 
already do this to a degree, partially 
covering the front wheel by exploiting 
the rule that says it is the wheel rim 
that must be visible from the side, not 
the whole tire. 

However, these are usually much 
wider currently than might be possible 














The complete aero package might look 
something like this. The enclosed front 
wheel minimizes turbulence created by 
the spinning hoop, and a rear-mounted 
radiator helps keep the frontal area to a 
minimum. The suit helps keep the contour 
created by the front fairing intact all the 
way to the large tailsection - producing 
better laminar flow and therefore less 
drag. 





here if we have already shrouded the 
majority of the wheel with our super- 
fender. In this case we might as well 
bring the fairing width as close as possi- 
ble to that of the tire and fender. If we 
can also incorporate an exit area just 
behind the front tire for the disturbed 
air pulled around its lower, still-exposed 
portion, then all the better. 

Every motorcyclist knows that a 
good racing tuck is more aerodynamic 
than sitting bolt upright. The front 
screen can be made to maximize the 
benefits of this tuck, and you will often 
see production racers using different 
screens than stock to better clear the 
flow around their helmets when crouch- 
ing. Scott Russell currently uses a higher 
"aero" screen on his Daytona-winning 
Yamaha rather than the standard YZF 
model's. 

There are two schools of thought 
here: (1) that you use a high screen and 
deflect air around the helmet, or (2) use 
a much smaller screen (such as on the 
Ducatis) and let the rider’s nicely round- 
ed helmet do the job of cutting through 
the air instead. The latter may not be as 
comfortable as the first option, but num- 
ber two proved almost as effective with 
Anthony Gobert being just edged for 
pole by Russell at Daytona. (Or could

Quick - check the rule- 
book!) 

We have said that a 
key rule regarding body- 
work is 45.06, which 
states: "The rider... must 
be completely visible... 
when looked at from the 
side." 

But the important 
wording comes before 
this, with the rule saying 
that this is with the rider 
“in the normal driving 
position." 

An extended screen 
would be allowed even 
though it partially hides 
the rider's head when in 
a racing tuck, simply 
because it can be said 
that such a tuck is not 
"the normal driving 
position," whatever that 
might be! At this point, if 
you are still arguing with 
the scrutineers, I would 
вау you have a problem. 

The next big hurdle 
for the air is the widest 
part of the vehicle: the 
rider! Unfortunately, on 
a modern road-racer this 
means a center of pres- 
sure forward of the 
bike's center of gravity. 
This causes some insta- 
bility, a bit like a dart 
thrown backward. The rider is also usu- 
ally where the air separates (goes non- 
laminar in a major way - bad!), and 
therefore creates drag, compounded by 
the fact that this happens at the widest 
part (very bad!). 

We could try to minimize this sepa- 
ration by getting the rider to wear 
smoother leathers akin to a ski-racer's 
suit, but we obviously still need to 
incorporate body protection. Perhaps a 
combination of a smooth-skinned 
Kevlar suit with not only armor but spe- 
cial aerodynamic padding on the back 
and at the sides could help keep flow 
attached or at least minimize its distur- 
bance. ; 

Many riders already have a small 
hump on the back of their leathers for 
this very reason, but these humps need 
to be larger and matched to special hel- 
mets to be truly effective. As well as 
helping to reduce drag as air separates 
off the back of the helmet, they should 
also give added back protection. The 
addition of side humps would help 
smooth flow coming off the rider's arms 
in the tucked position, as would exten- 
sions to the calves and boots - something 
already on some current Alpinestars! 

АП of this additional bodywork and 
rider padding has a major benefit that 
might mitigate any problems of extra 
weight or mechanical deficiency. It also 
allows more space for sponsorship 
logos... 

We have to accept that the airflow 
will be more turbulent and will proba- 
bly separate or stop flowing smoothly at 
some or all points around the rider no 
matter how smooth his or her clothing 
is. If you have ever ridden at a certain 
speed and been buffeted from side to 
side, this could well have been due to 
the air unevenly separating from your 
back and helmet. The rules states that 
we can't enclose a rider in bodywork - 
not that we would want to, but how else 
can we get around this major drag-caus- 
ing problem of flow separation?

We need to make the rear bodywork 
as large as possible up to the size of the 
rider in order to try to get the air to re- 
attach, or smooth out again, after going 
over the rider's body. : 

This large fairing would then taper 
gradually in the manner of a teardrop. 
Ideally it would get the air flowing 
properly again and prevent any further 
separation until right at the back of the 
bike. However, given that it has already 
been messed up by a rider of relatively 
large cross-sectional area, this would 
přobably require a very large tailcone. 

Again, the rules say no bodywork 
can protrude beyond the back of the 
rear tire, so that's out. The rules also 
state that the fairing behind the seat can- 
not be more than 150mm above the seat 
itself. And, of course, you must be able 
to see the rear wheel - or at least the 
back half of it (Article 45.03). 

АП we can do, then, is make the rear 
streamlined section as large as possible 
within these restrictions. It is this sort of 
rear-end aerodynamics that are current- 
ly being experimented with by Aprilia 
and Honda on their 250cc GPbikes, after 
being originally pioneered by Yamaha 
with their droop-tailed Harada bike in 
'96. It helps considerably if your rider is 
quite small so the droop-tail piece can 
be tailored to his physique. But he 
would further benefit from a special hel- 
met and back hump, which, while being 
currently experimented with, are proba- 
bly not big enough. Most of the GP 
bikes still leave the exhausts out in the 
open and do not extended the tail unit 
sideways to catch the flow off the front 
fairing and rider's boots, even though 
they have extended the front fairing as 
far back as allowed (i.e., to the rear- 
wheel spindle). 

Suzuki has followed a similar if less- 
radical path with their GSXR750 in 
World Superbike. Suzuki also claims 
that this tail unit, by reducing the wake 
behind the bike, stops a following rider 
from drafting. In all likelihood it is prob-

ably too small and short to fulfill such a 
claim, and it is simply impossible to 


fully eliminate a lower-pressure slip- • 


Stream no matter how aerodynamically 
perfect the bike is. In reality, even a larg- 
er droop tail such (as shown in the illus- 
trations) will not be sufficient to smooth 
this turbulent wake; but it could help - 
and, as we know, every second counts. 

To gain additional seconds, and top 
speed, it would be just as well to tuck 
the exhausts neatly into our tail unit. 
But we should also pay attention to an 
equally important area of airflow that 
passes through the bike to the engine 
via carburetors or injectors and to the 
radiator for engine cooling. Only a few 
bikes such as the Britten V-1000 and 
Taylormade Triumph have successfully 
raced with rear-mounted radiators - 
incidentally, both of these raced in the 
same BEARS series. 

Yet this is an obvious way of improv- 
ing aerodynamics by allowing a smaller 


- radiator and proper internal airflow. If 


we added a radiator exit venturi also 
within our rear bodywork, we could use 
a much smaller radiator compared to 
the vast, triple-layer cooling cores cur- 
rently seen behind most front wheels. 
With their exits considerably restricted 
by a large, hot engine behind them, they 
are not the epitome of good internal 
flow. 

A rear venturi would also help draw 
the air through the radiator (meaning 
smaller ducts at the front) and also help 
to fill in the lower-pressure area behind 
the bike. The exhaust, if properly man- 
aged, could be able to contribute here as 
well. Certainly this thinking was preva- 
lent in the mind of Kenny Roberts and 
Warren Willing when they were putting 
together the original Modenas KR3. But 
after a relatively poor season, they have 
thrown the baby out with the bath water 
and shoved the radiator back to the 
front! If Team Roberts had had more 
development time away from the pres- 
sures of a season they may have been 
able to bring the bike's aerodynamics up 
to snuff with more work on internal 
ducting and the radiator exit flow. 

Having smaller air inlets at the front 
means less disruption to the flow as it is 
first pushed aside by the bike. There is 
probably quite sufficient air running 
into the bike for engine breathing and 
cooling via the gap between the front 
wheel and bodywork necessary for sus- 
pension travel (rule 49.07). 





Certainly this is where the Yamaha 
YZF superbike has its airbox inlet rather 
than the more stylized and high-pres- 
sure ducts of many bikes featuring ram- 
air, such as Suzuki's GSXR or Kawasa- 
ki's ZX-7. These large front ducts might 
give character to the road versions but 
are questionable aerodynamically. Cer- 
tainly in superbike the bodywork rules 
are even more relaxed in that the 
requirement is only to stick to the gener- 
al shape. As long as the bodywork for 
the homologated road version is a close 
silhouette to your race bike, then you're 
okay (Article 01.59). 

The problem for the designer here is 
that it might be possible to build a very 
aerodynamically efficient race bike but 
that the visually identical road bike 
doesn't sell because people think it's 
ugly or the styling is a little too extreme 
for us conservative sport bikers. 

Aerodynamics are still a gray art, 
particularly when dealing with motor- 
cycles, which shift around so much 
more than cars. With four wheels, and 
especially if using wings to generate 
downforce, tiny aerodynamic tweaks 
can make the difference between being 
first or nowhere. With bikes, however, 
up-side-down wings won't work and 
are, at any rate, banned (Art. 45.04). So 
the airflow management around both 
bike and (just as importantly) rider is 
restricted to just letting them slip 
through the air as efficiently as possible. 

Often, other criteria take on much 
greater importance, such as engine 
power, traction and weight limits. But 
looking closely at the rules and altering 
certain areas for small increases in speed 
can well be worthwhile, as long as other 
areas of performance and ridability are 
not made worse. 

The problem with any of these pro- 
posals is much the same as with packag- 
ing any vehicle: Look too closely at one 
aspect and changes made will likely 
compromise another area. So if we 
shroud the front wheel on a circuit with 
lots of heavy braking, the caliper and 
disc will overheat. And what if the small 
but significant weight addition of the 
larger tailpiece negates any benefits in 
improved airflow, or what if it doesn't 
work because the rider is always mov- 
ing around? In which case, this is all a 
waste of time and Grand Prix bikes next 
year will look just the same as this year - 
or will they? €N

talian Andrea Bartolini put Yamaha 

on top of the 500cc World Motocross 

Championship by winning his home 
Grand Prix for the second consecutive 
year, but the competitiveness of the big- 
bore class was emphasized as six differ- 
ent riders on four different brands of 
motorcycles - including all three four- 
stroke contenders - shared the podium 
in the two 45-minute motos at Mantova. 

After topping the qualifiying charts 
on Saturday, Bartolini admitted that he 
had surprised even himself by his pace 
on this unusual track. 

“It is very strange ground here," he 
said. ^One half of the track is typically 
Italian, with a hard base, although the 
loose sand on top builds into berms in 
the corners, but the other half is very 
rough with big holes in the sand, just 
like in Holland and Belgium." 

Most of the leading contenders fol- 
lowed Bartolini down to the inside 
when the time came to choose spots on 
the starting gate - all except Gert Jan 
Van Doorn. ? 

"| watched the support races and 
they all holeshot from the middle," Van 
Doorn said. "But then I got bad drive 
out of the gate and got pushed out in 
the turn." 

Later, in race two, Van Doorn would 
join his fellow contenders on the inside 
gates. 

"The guy who holeshot moto one 
started two gates-away from me, so it's a 
good choice, but at least if I'm inside, I 
can bang bars with my rivals for the 
win," he said later. "We're not racing 
those guys downfield.” 

The Dutchman had a point. Scot 
David Campbell had taken that holeshot 
and showed plenty of guts in putting his 
Honda CR500 sideways in front of 2400 
horsepower of the fastest big-bore racers 
in the world, but he would cross the line 
16th - only to be given a point after all 
when Swede Mats Nilsson was penal- 
ized for violating noise regulations after 
losing his muffler three laps from the 
end. 

It took Johan Boonen, back on a fac- 
tory 630 Husky after a single season on 
a 368 KTM, just three corners to snatch’ 
the lead, while Bartolini eased into sec- 
ond a lap later. On lap three he switched 
lines through the finish area to dive 
past, but Boonen showed aggression 
and retaliated two corners later. In his 
next attack two laps later, “Bartman” 
threw caution to the wind and immedi- 
ately opened up a cushion, and that was. 
the last the opposition saw of him. 

Not that the win was comfortable. 

“1 had problems with the clutch in 
the closing laps," Bartolini said. "There 
were times when I didn't think I would 
be able to finish." 

Boonen's bike showed evidence of 
the ferocity of the early struggles as the 
clutch lever hung down, but after set- 
tling down after the opening laps, he 
finished fourth. I 

The two men who got around Boo- 
nen were Husky team leader Darryl! 
King and class newcomer Rob Herring. 
The Kiwi had won three of the final four 
GPs of 1997 and warned that he would 
again be the man to beat.

"That was just my shakedown 
speed," King said. "I'm looking to start 
winning later in the month in Switzer- 
land and Austria." 

Herring was on the pace all weekend 
and had come quickly from an initial 
12th, passing World Champion Joel 
Smets on the way. But after taking 10 
laps to get to third, he found that the 
leader was long gone. 

"Andrea (Bartolini) was out of sight, 
so I decided to wait for the last two laps 
to attack Darryll,” Herring said. “But I 
wrenched my knee in a heavy landing 
and had to settle for third. At least I 
can't do any real damage to the knee 
anymore; I don't have any ligaments left 
in there!” 

Smets, meanwhile, had lost any hope 
of earning points while trying to hang 
on to Herring. Too many heavy land- 
ings over the numerous tabletop jumps 
had played havoc with the spokes in the 
front wheel. 

Other prominent men to hit trouble 
were Peter Johansson, who stalled on 
the second lap and had to let the field go 
past before his Yamaha would restart; 
Husky newcomer Bernd Eckenbach, 
who found more grip than he expected 
in a graded turn on the opening lap and 
ended up getting bogged down; and 
Shayne King, already shaken by a first- 
turn collision the previous week which 
had left him with a trapped nerve in the 
elbow and no feeling in his throttle 
hand, had suffered a freak accident on 
practice day. 

“We were trying a frame with a new 
geometry and when the forks were fully 
depressed, the wheel touched the 
exhaust," Shayne King said. 

His troubles continued in the race. 

“Опе of the bolts holding the triple 
clamp broke and I was riding the final 
laps with the bars moving around," he 
explained. 

Bartolini looked set for a double win 
as he tooK the holeshot in race two, but 
the Italian could never escape from Her- 
ring and Smets. When the clutch prob- 
lems recurred at half-distance, he had 
no alternative but to ease his pace. 

By then Johansson and Van Doorn 
had also come up to challenge, but Her- 
ring looked to have the situation under 
control until the final 10 minutes. 

“I just hit the wall,” Herring said. "I 
would probably have been okay if I had 
a few seconds’ lead, but I let Smets get 
to me mentally." 

He eventually dropped to fifth, 
behind Bartolini. 

Smets inherited the lead, but he too 
came under pressure - from Johansson. 

"| had the best lines of all of us and 





got right onto Joel's rear wheel, but in

for that hard first race," Johansson said.

Falls hampered Sebastien Tortelli's 
efforts, while Everts appeared to have 
the measure of Pit Beirer, the German 
who won the opening moto of the 
series.

The European four-stroke manufesturers have 
reacted to the YZM400F challenge ғ. “< signifi- 
cant. reduction. in weight for their worns bikes. 
The Husaberg appeared with changes as 
described in this section of the report from the 
Beaucaire warmup race and. went through tech 
at just over 246 pounds - a reduction of 11 to 
14 pounds from last year. This weight figure 
was equaled by Husqvarna and compared 
incredibly well with the 271 pounds they regis- 
tered for much of last summer. The reduction 
has been achieved by extensive use of carbon 
fiber. and titanium. All three Husky riders - 
King, Eckenbach and Boonen. - receive identi- 
cal 630cc bikes with Marzocchi U/D forks and 
a Sachs-Boggi shock. Minor frame modifica- 
tions plus the new suspension units are said to 
have improved handling significantly. 














Shayne King's KTM - the only full factory bike 
from Mattighofen this year - features a longer- 
Stroke motor, but retains its 368cc capacity 
and has a new ignition to service both the 
power-jet carburretor and an alternative igni- 
tion-curve system for use off the start, 
enabling the rider to accelerate from gate to 
first turn in third gear. A control light on.the 
headstock allows the rider to confirm that the 
timing has been readjusted to "racing mode." 
King has spent the entire winter dialing in the 
WP upside-down fork and PDS rear shock, 
and Nissin brakes - possibly to replace Brem- 
bo: on the production bikes next year - are fit- 
ted. A factory pipe replaces the SPES unit. 
The KTM weighed'in just a couple of pounds 
over the minimum weight limit for the.class of 
229 pounds - as did the factory Yamahas. One 
of the. factors in weight-saving on the 
YZM400F is a carbon-fiber/Kevlar seat core.

INDAIATUBA, BRAZIL, APR. 5 
"m he Husqvarna is much bet- 
ter than the Yamaha; this 
year I will be very fast," said 
World 125cc Motocross Champion 
Alessio Chiodi just prior to the start of 
his defense of the title. His words would 
ring true in the ears of the large number 
of Yamaha-mounted riders at the open- 
ing round of the World 125cc Champi- 
onships, plàyed out on the sun-baked 
track in Brazil. 

Chiodi, who was part of the strange 
switch to Husqvarna at the end of 1997, 
would keep his promise with a 1-2 
result and the overall win, even though 
the Yamaha brigade was anything but 
soft. French sensation David Vuillemin 
would claim a second-place finish in the 
opening moto, while Italian Eric Camer- 
lengo swept to victory in the second 
moto. Along the way, riders were left 
with injuries and pain, as the young 
1998 season already begins to take its 
toll on the World Championship com- 
petitors. 

Earning second place overall in 
Brazil was Camerlengo, his 5-1 score 


bettering that of third-placed Italian ` 


Honda rider Luigi Seguy, who went 4-4 
on the day. But the talk of the day was 
the Yamaha-vs.-Chiodi battle, a battle 
that will no doubt rage all season long. 
After all, Chiodi won his crown riding a 
Yamaha, then moved to Husqvarna, tak- 
ing his prized number-one plate with 
him - and so begins the story of the 1998 
World 125cc Motocross Championships. 





Indaiatuba, a small Brazilian village 
some 70 miles outside São Paulo, is the 
site of Honda Brazil's training track and 
was also this year's site of the opening 
125cc GP, and a crowd of 15,000 turned 
out to watch the international stars. 
Bright sunshine made sure the event 
was a success. 

When the riders rolled into Brazil, 
many were happy to see a track with 
few technical demands and an event 
hosted by an organization that did its 
best to produce a good GP. The top GP 
riders, however, were not entirely 
happy, even when the easy surface was 
roughed up after qualification, as a 
'dozer would come out and replace the 
ruts with a level track. ` 

“We told them to keep the ruts in - it 
would have sorted out the men from 
the boys," said Great Britain's James 
Dobb. 

Chiodi was anticipating some prob- 
lems with slower riders. 

"It will not be easy coming from 
behind; there are so many riders on 
equal times and this track is not diffi- 
cult," Chiodi said. "But only if you're in 
front; behind, you will never get 
through." 

Like a mind reader, Chiodi bolted up 
the slight hill off the start of moto one 
and left behind him a tale of misery. 
Dobb, Malin, and former World Cham- 
pion Alex Puzar were fighting for sur- 
vival in 25th, 37th and 17th, while 
Yamaha-mounted chargers Vuillemin 
and Frederic Vialle faired better in sec- 
ond and seventh. With only one lap 
completed, Malin was riding at the rear 





‚ of the field and wishing his luck would 


change. 

"They watered the track this morn- 
ing and the lines were very slippery," 
Malin said. “1 saw a place to pass - it 
was a little dangerous - but I knew it 
would be hard otherwise. I was doing 
okay; then, just as I thought I would get 
by a bunch of riders, one of the other 
competitors moved into the line I 
expected to slide into. I fell and got up 
in last place." 

Malin's British rival, Dobb, was also 
suffering, moving into 22nd place after 
four laps. He was finding the track not 
to his liking. 

"You just had to put your head down 
and hope," said Dobb, but the look on 
his face told another story, as slower 
riders blocked his every move. 

АП along, Chiodi moved further 
ahead. 

“1 was really trying to get a large 
lead," Chiodi said. ^I knew the others 
were struggling; they must've been. I 
wanted to set a pace they could not con- 
tain, and I think it worked okay." 

Vuillemin, who had crashed into a 
slower rider, decided to cruise in second 
place, with Denmark's Suzuki-mounted 
Brian Jorgensen in third place. Rookie 
Johnny Aubert held fourth place, mov- 
ing into the role of the fighter. Behind 
Aubert came a freight train of charging 
riders: Seguy, Alessandro Bellometti, 
Carl Nunn, Eric Camerlengo and finally 
Vialle (and all but Seguy were riding 
Yamahas). Seguy was feeling a little ner- 
vous as the blue Yamaha machines were 
edging closer. 








Alessio Chiodi gave Husqvarna the overall 
win at the opening round of the FIM World 
Championship 125cc MX Series in Brazil. 
Chiodi went 1-2. 





TM's Puzar was making his own 
move in 12th place. 

"| saw Federici up ahead and decid- 
ed to really go hard. Making up 
ground on this track was not difficult, 
but once I caught him, it became more 
of a job," said Puzar, who was now 
climbing all over the back wheel of his 
fellow Italian. The two battled for a 
short time, and then Puzar moved into 
11th, while Federici was having his 
own problems. 

"Two weeks ago I hurt my ankle. I 
could not put my foot down, and on this 
track it's impossible to race with this 
injury," Federici said afterward with a 
grimace. Still, he struggled on. 

By lap 18, Malin and Dobb were 
doing their best to make up ground, 
with Dobb now in 11th place and Malin 
in 17th. 

With only a handful of laps remain- 
ing, Chiodi just cruised away from his 
rivals, with six seconds between himself 
and second-placed Vuillemin, who 
knew better than to make another mis- 
take and perhaps lose his safe runner-up 
position. 

"After I collided with a slow rider 
early in the moto, I knew I could not 
catch Chiodi, so I settled for the 17 . 
points,” Vuillemin said. “It’s going to be 
a long year, so it would be better for me 
to take the points.” 

Third-placed Jorgensen had enough 


speed to stop the challenges of Seguy, 
with Camerlengo taking fifth and Puzar 
sixth. 

Several riders were nursing injuries 
after the first moto, including Puzar. 

“I collided with Camerlengo on the 
last lap coming over a jump," Puzar 
explained. "I have hurt my right leg, but 
it should be okay for the second moto." 

Dobb was holding a bruised hand. 

"]t's nothing too bad. I just tape it 
and hope it's okay," Dobb said. 

American Bader Manneh, another 
Yamaha rider, had his Brazilian tale, as 
he cruised into 32nd place. 

“Customs would not let me bring my 
suspension in (to the country); it was 
really trick," Manneh said. "I had to bor- 
row suspension parts from a guy here. 
I'm a lot of seconds off the pace, and I 
can't race with this setup." 

In the second moto, this time it was 
Camerlengo who pulled the holeshot, 
taking the early-lead ahead of Dobb, 
Vialle, Federici, Seguy and Phillipe 
Dupasquier. Chiodi committed the mis- 
take of pushing wide in the first turn 
and held 15th place, but he was charg- 
ing through the field like a wild bull. 

Puzar was also a long way back. 

"This is hopeless - my bike is very 
slow,” Puzar said. "TM better do some- 
thing with this thing, because I can't." 

Malin attempted another wild pass- 
ing move and paid the price. 

"In the same place as in the first moto 
- I should be shot," said Malin of the site 
of his crash. "That's the way racing 
goes." . 
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Malin would again return to last 
place. 

Vuillemin had blown any chance of 
the overall with a shocking opening lap. 

“I think at one stage I was 30th or 
something; then I passed many riders, 
but I’m not happy,” Vuillemin said. 
“Where is Chiodi?’ I thought to 
myself.” 

If Vuillemin really wanted to know, 
Chiodi was showing his rivals how to 
pass on the narrow, fast course. 

“I felt smooth," Chiodi said. “It (the 
moto) turned out better than I had 
hoped. I would look ahead and see 
Seguy - no problem. Then I saw Vialle - 
no problem. Finally, I got Dobb." 

Federici, who had struggled with his 
injured foot while holding a strong third 
place, was suddenly in deep despair. 





Yamaha's Eric Camerlengo won the 
second moto and took second overall. 


"I crashed. It was because of my 
foot," Federici said. "I could not ride 
properly." 

The young Italian dropped to 26th 
and his race was all but over. 

Up front, Camerlengo had run away 
and hidden, finally winning the moto 
with nearly 10 seconds over Chiodi, fol- 
lowed by Dobb, Seguy and Puzar. 

"This is very good for the team," said 
the winner. "I never felt too troubled - 
just a couple of minor errors; otherwise, 
it was one of the best races I have done." 

Dobb, who finished in third place, 
was also confident with his ride. 

“I’m older now,” said Dobb. "It's all 
about racing my own pace. When Chio- 
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di came up on me, I just did my own 
thing. He was really riding hard, so I let 
him go. It would have been dumb to try 
and race with him. This is the best start 
to the GP season ever for me, so I'm 
more than happy." 

Manneh, meanwhile, struggled on 
with his suspension problems, finishing 
in 24th place. €N

ro Circuit/SplitFire/Kawasaki's 
р Nathan “Nat Dog" Ramsey picked 

up a pair of wins at the AMA/PJI 
Northwest Arenacross Championship at 
Portland's Memorial Coliseum, leaving 
the competition to squabble for the left- 
overs. Ramsey scored the 250cc Pro win 
on Friday night in front of 5000 specta- 
tors, then went on another rampage on 
Saturday night - this time in front of 
8500 fans - for the 125cc Pro-class win. 








Suzuki rider Ryan Huffman, 
who was the first main-event win- 
ner of the weekend after finding success 
in the 125cc Pro class on Friday, and 
two-time PJ1 National Arenacross 
Champion Buddy Antunez, who won 
Saturday's 250cc bout, were left to pick 
up the remaining scraps left by Ramsey. 
Overall, Antunez had an above-aver- 
age weekend in the Northwest, as he 
won every heat race in which he rode 
and also won Friday's Dash For Cash, 
but a main-event victory eluded him 
until Saturday's 250cc Pro final. 











While Lady Luck smiled on Huff- 
man, Antunez and Ramsey this weék- 
end, she frowned on SMP's Mike Jones, 
a crowd favorite. Jones came within a 
lap of winning Saturday's 250cc 20-lap 
feature, as he led 19 laps only to have 
his clutch go out him. The Pennsylvan- 
ian's misfortune cost him a couple of 
places and several hundred dollars' 
worth of prize money.

The Northwest's own Lance Smail 
and Huffman shot to the front of the

field in the 125cc Pro main event on Fri- 
day, bringing the crowd to life in antici- 
pation of a Northwest 1-2 sweep. 

The battle, though, would be short- 
lived, as Smail's front end washed out 
on lap two and Huffman, running 
alongside the Factory KTM rider, was 
right there to take the lead - a lead that 
the rider from Roseburg, Oregon, would 
never relinquish. 

Even though Smail remounted quick- 
ly, Ramsey, Jones, Antunez and Jeromy 
Buehl all got around the downed rider 
and relegated him to midpack status. 

Jones was next to crash, allowing the 
Ramsey / Antunez swapfest to break 
away from the Team Green rider, all this 
taking place while Huffman was main- 
taining his comfortable lead. Antunez 
eventually broke away from the Nixson, 
Tennessee, rider, Ramsey, late in the 
race and set his sights on teammate 
Huffman. But Huffman's lead was too 
great and, when it was all over, two Pri- 
mal Impulse/Suzuki/Bill's Pipes/ 
Answer team riders had nabbed the first 
and second positions. 

Huffman was pleased with his win. 

“I got a good start, and that made it 
pretty easy for me," Huffman said on 
the podium. "It feels especially good 
since I haven't been able to ride that 
much since my injury at San Diego." 

Huffman was again out in front in 
the 250cc Pro main event, but his 
chances of a Friday-night sweep came to 
an end when he came up short over a 
jump and surrendered the lead to a 
charging Ramsey, followed by Idaho's 
Jimmy LaMastus. On his KTM, LaMas- 
tus - who in the 125cc final finished sev- 
enth behind Buehl - turned some heads, 
but crashes would ultimately keep him 
out of the hunt. 

Yamaha rider J. Whipple, another of 
the many fast Washington Arenacross 
specialists on hand, ran second to Ram- 
sey but, despite his gutsy performance, 
he faded later in the 16-lap final and lost 
positions to series regulars Jones, 
Antunez and Buehl in one fell swoop. 
Also on the move was Husaberg's 
Smail, whose charge through traffic 
moved him past Huffman and into fifth. 

Ramsey put it on cruise control, but 
Jones kept the throttle on to not only 
break away from Antunez but ultimate- 
ly close in on Ramsey, who maintained 
his lead to the finish. 

"This is a big confidence booster," a 
happy Ramsey said. "I just rode like I 
knew I could.” 





Jones finished second, ahead of 
Antunez, while Buehl refused to relin- 
quish his fourth-place position to the 
Husaberg-mounted Smail. 


SATURDAY 


Huffman hoped that his third 
holeshot would be the charm, as he led 
the 125cc Pro main over Ramsey, Smail, 
Jones, Buehl and LaMastus. 

Antunez gated poorly but displaced 
a pesky LaMastus to set out after the 
front-runners. 

Jones kept both Huffman and Ram- 
sey in sight, while Buehl was looking for 
a way around the SMP rider, who is best 
known for his air antics, as evidenced by 
his jump-off wins both nights. But Jones 
maintained his position, as the front- 
runners hit lapped traffic, which would 
later cause havoc for the front-runners. 

As the leaders, Huffman and Ram- 
sey, carved cautiously through lapped 
traffic, Huffman had his line taken 
away, and Ramsey took the lead. 

While Huffman managed to stay 
close to Ramsey to finalize their 1-2 
order to the finish ahead of the consis- 
tent Jones, Antunez improved his posi- 
tion as well, after battling around Buehl, 
who also lost a spot due to lappers, net- 
ting fifth behind Ramsey, Huffman, 
Jones and Antunez. 

“I was in the right place at the right 
time,” Ramsey said. "I'm pretty happy 
with it. A win is a win." 

The final 250cc Pro main event of the 
1998 PJ1 Arenacross season had Huff- 
man in his all-too-familiar position right 
off the start. Jones and Ramsey were 
right there to capitalize when, on the 
third lap, Huffman came up short over a 
jump and handed the lead to Jones 
Huffman recovered in midpack while, 
up front, Jones began pulling away from 
Ramsey, who had a similar margin on 
Antunez and Buehl. 

Antunez posted one of the most spir- 
ited rides of the weekend, as he caught 
Ramsey, made a pass stick, and then 
clawed and scratched his way up to 
Jones, when the Kawasaki rider lost his 
clutch, which starting going south on 
lap 12. 

Antunez' winless streak came to an 
end on the next-to-last lap, as he over- 
took Jones - as did Ramsey. Jones man- 
aged to hang on to third to find his way 
to the podium. Behind him finished 
Smail, Buehl, Huffman and LaMastus. 

“Т rode my ass off all weekend," said 
Antunez, who pocketed in excess of 
$2000 for his efforts. "Maybe it's not so 
nice to win this way - I feel sorry for 
Mike - but I wanted to win one for all of 
the fans."

TALLADEGA, AL, APR. 4-5 
A rclight Suzuki scored the victory 
in round one of the WERA 
National Endurance Series at 
Talladega Gran Prix Raceway, leading 
the Saturday race nearly flag to flag: The 
GSXR750-mounted duo of Chris Hughes 
and Mark McDaniel led the pack across 
the line on the third lap and never relin- 
quished the lead. 

With the absence of Team Suzuki 
Endurance, the WERA National 
Endurance Championship is definitely 
up for grabs this year, and many teams 
now feel they have a shot at taking the 
prize in the now-more-competitive 
series. 

Tapeworks Racing's Scott Harwell 
took the holeshot, with TKO Racing's 
Luke Yarbrough sliding past on the 
brakes to take the lead in the first corner 
and hold the spot for the first two laps. 
Hughes then grabbed the lead through 
turns three and four and quickly 
stretched a four-second margin on the 
three-rider battle for second. 

Included in this fight was Evans 
Motosport's lead rider Lee Acree, who 
narrowly led Yarbrough and Team Ten 
40's Mark Ianuzelli for two laps before 
inching ahead and holding second 
alone. At the front and pulling away, 
Arclight's Hughes hit backmarkers by 
lap seven on the technical 1.3-mile road 
course. € 

At the end of the first hour, the lead- 
ers made their first pit stops of the day. 
Team Ten 40 rider Ianuzelli was the first 
of the front-runners to pit, swapping the 
rear tire. Second rider Brian Cicero 
quickly returned to the fray. 

“It’s running great right now. It's our 
first season on Metzeler,” Ianuzelli said. 
"Last year we were on slicks on a super- 
bike; this year we're on a superstock 
(bike) and we still picked up two sec- 
onds a lap. We're still trying to sort out 
the fuel mileage, though." 

Arclight's Hughes pitted seven min- 
utes into the second hour, making a 
front- and rear-tire change as well as 
swapping riders. 

^We tried to get a gap of somewhere 
around 15 seconds (after the first hour),”

Hughes said, then added with a grin, 
“The track was still a little cold, so there 
was some tire-sliding, but maybe I was 
on the throttle a little hard!” 

Those extra seconds he had accrued 
were then used when the front axle had 
to be replaced after it jammed on the 
first attempt to mount the wheel. 

Hour two held a surprise, with 
SBR/Semoff Brothers Racing joining 
Arclight Racing and Evans Motosport in 
the top three overall. Glenn Szarek, 
Evan Semoff and Paul Youngman pilot 
a YZF-R1, and they would ultimately 
finish fourth. 

Team Twister’s GSXR600 held the 
Middleweight Superstock lead at the 
end of the second hour but battled Team 
Ten 40 for the position all day before 
finishing just 16 seconds ahead at the 
end. 

"It's tough out there!” exclaimed a 
tired Dale Davenport of Team Twister. 
“You can get through the slower riders 
okay, then try to hook up with a faster 
rider when they pass you and hope you 
can pick up your lap times.” 

The race was abruptly halted when 
the 1-800-CROTCH ROCKET machine 
blew its engine on the front straight just 
after the third hour came to a close, 
bringing out the red flag. 

The oil was contained in the required 
belly pan and the field lined up for the 
restart just 11 minutes after the incident. 
Evans Motosport lead the pack, but still 
trailed Arclight by one lap. 

Arclight Suzuki continued to domi- 
nate the field, though, leading Evans 
Motosport by one lap as the final hour 
began, and they weren’t through yet, 
pushing them down one more lap by 
the end. Tapeworks Racing followed at 
four laps back and matched the leaders’ 
pace through the last hour. 

The checkered flag fell after four 
hours of racing, with Arclight Suzuki 





taking the overall victory and the 
Heavyweight Superbike win, with 
Evans Motosport second overall and 
Heavyweight Superstock winner. Tape- 
works Racing finished third overall and 
second in class. 

“The plan we had for today worked 
well for us. The extra practice we had on 
Thursday helped us with setup,” 
McDaniel said. “This bike was flying! 
We were passing 1100s and other Open- 
class bikes. We feel really good about 
the season. Right now things are work- 
ing right.” 

In Sunday’s National Challenge rac- 
ing, Team Valvoline Emgo Suzuki rider 
Grant Lopez held off teammate Josh 
Hayes in the Michelin 750cc Superstock 
Expert class to open the 1998 season 
with a win. Lopez then closed the day 
with a victory in the GMD Compu- 
track/ Atlanta Formula One class. 

Lopez took the lead at the start of the 
750cc Superstock race while Brian Gibbs 
shot to second from the fourth row after 
a collision with Luke Yarbrough, who 
went down from the contact. Gibbs was 
quickly passed by Hayes on the second 
lap and Hayes then set his sights on his 
teammate. Lopez had his hands full, 
with both Hayes and Gibbs pushing to 
take the lead. Billy Eisenacher held 
fourth after pushing Mark Junge back to 
fifth. 

By the halfway point, Lopez had 
inched away from Hayes, while Gibbs 
was forced to let them both go. Traffic 
late in the race killed any attempt Hayes 
made to close the gap on Lopez, and 
Lopez took the win. 

Lopez's success continued as he 
topped The GMD Computrack/ Atlanta 
Formula One Series. Scott Carpenter 
took the holeshot on his new R1 but was 
quickly passed by Lopez on a GSXR750 
Formula USA bike and Lee Acree on the 
lightning-fast Honda 250cc two-stroke

machine. Carpenter was also passed by 
Jonathan Bolton by the end of lap one. 
Mark McDaniel of Arclight Racing slid 
into fourth on lap two and tried to chase 
down the leaders. This was Lopez's day, 
though, and he rode on to the win, turn- 
ing in lap times of 56.8 seconds on the’ 
tight 1.3-mile course, less than half a sec- 
ond off the record. 

"This new bike felt good, but I need 
more time on it before I can make a run 
at the track record," Lopez said. "I'm 
trying to win - they don't give points for 
a record. But the bike handles good. It's 
light and fast." 

In 1100cc Superstock Expert racing, 
Luke Yarbrough grabbed the holeshot 
but was quickly pushed back by Hayes, 
who promptly pulled a 10-bike-length 
lead after the first lap. Row-four starter 
Mark Junge jumped into the picture and 
pressured Yarbrough to make the pass 
on the brakes entering the tight turn 
eight on the third lap, and it was the 
beginning of the end, as Yarbrough 
faded to fifth at race's end. Both 
Arclight Racing's Mark McDaniel and 
Greg Leffler finished ahead of 
Yarbrough. At the front, Hayes settled 
into his lead to take the win with high 
57-second lap times. Junge was second, 
with McDaniel third. 

Last year's champion, Mark Junge, 
looked to set the standard for 1998 in the 
Metzeler 600cc Superstock Expert Series 
as he took an uncontested win in the 
class. 

“I jumped out to the lead and waited 
for someone to battle with, but no one 
showed up!" Junge said with a laugh 
after his victory. 

The battle for second was hot, with 
Brian Lantz going head to head with 
Hayes for much of the race. Lantz led 
the way early, but after many tries 
Hayes finally dived by on the brakes to 
take second place. Their battle only 
helped Vesrah Brake-sponsored Junge, 
who took full advantage of it to stretch 
out a comfortable lead that he held to 
the end. €N

TWENTYNINE PALMS, CA, APR. 4-5 

t was no surprise that American 
pos: Johnny Campbell raced to a 

near-perfect weekend at the Hilltop- 
pers MC Grand Prix, located at the 
Twentynine Palms Rodeo Grounds. At 
the previous two rounds of the District 
37 Big Six Grand Prix Series, Campbell 
has come away with at least two race 
wins in each event. At the Twentynine 
Palms event, which drew approximately 
1100 entries, the XR628 pilot won four 
out of five races he entered and finished 
second in the Open race, the last race in 
what was a long weekend for Campbell. 

The spoiler for Campbell's perfect 
weekend was Team Green's Paul 
Krause, who drove straight from a 
National Hare & Hound in Utah on Sat- 
urday to compete in the Hilltoppers' Vet 
and Open races on Sunday. Krause won 
both races he entered with little contest. 

Of course, Grand Prix specialist Rex 
Staten was on hand to take part in the 
Twentynine Palms event. Staten over- 
alled the Senior Expert/ Amateur race 
on Saturday, and then followed up on 
Sunday with the Classic-class win and 
the overall win in the Team race, in 
which he partnered with Abe Baumann. 

The first race of the weekend was the 
Unclassified event. WR400-mounted 
Jimmy Lewis best described the race 
when he said, "I went out and roosted 
but Johnny (Campbell) just roosted 
faster than me." 

Lewis nabbed the holeshot and led 
for most of the first 8-mile lap before 
Campbell could catch up from a two- 
kick start. 

"It wasn't the start I wanted," said 
Campbell, who had to catch and. pass 
teammate Tim Staab before he could 
pass Lewis. "I caught Staab, and then 
Jimmy kind of let me by." 

The hour-and-a-quarter race ended 
in that order, with Campbell taking his 
first win and Lewis in second, edging 
out Staab. 

After Staten was done wiping out the 
Senior competition, Campbell went to 
work again in the combined Four- 
Stroke/250/200cc race, but a new face 
on the starting line hinted that this race 
might not be as easy to win as the last. 

^| had the weekend off,” said Larry 
Roeseler, when asked about his surprise 
appearance on the starting line. ^I want- 
ed to come out and promote Stroker, 
plus I have a lot of old friends in the 
Hilltoppers. It was neat to see every- 
one." 

And promote is what he did, as the 
Stroker KLX650-mounted Roeseler hung 
close to race leaders Campbell and Staab 
for the first half of the race. Staab led a 
majority of the first lap before Campbell 
took the lead for good. Roeseler hung on 
for third. KX250-mounted Phil Holcomb 
aced all the 250s, as did KTM-mounted 
David Reese in the 200cc Expert class. 

“During the Four-Stroke race, the 
track started to get real beat ир,” said 
Campbell of the midday: race. "Once I 
got a comfortable lead over Tim (Staab) 
and Larry (Roeseler), I just started 
searching for the good lines for the Pro 
race. I tried to stay out of the rough 
stuff." 

Roeseler agreed that the track started 
getting rough but commended the Hill- 





toppers for their course maintenance 
after each race. 

"After every race, they grated and 
watered down most of the course," Roe- 
seler said. "It was nice and smooth for 
the start of the Pro race." 

When the 12 or so Pros took off for 
the start of their money-paying race, 
Ron Schuler and his KX500 were out in 
front - but not for long. 

“Larry was in the lead on the first 
lap," said Pirelli/FMF/IMS/K&N/ 
Acerbis-backed Campbell. "It was a fast 
first lap and I had to work hard to catch 
him. Once I caught him, we diced a little 
ways and then I settled in with the 
lead." 

Behind Campbell all the way to the 
finish was Roeseler, Donnie Morrison 
and Schuler, all mounted on Open bikes. 
John Whitaker and Robert Barnum took 
the top two 250cc Pro spots. 

Staten and Baumann may have lost 
an hour of sleep due to the switch to 
daylight savings time during the wee 
hours of Sunday morning, but they did 
not lose anything when it came to Sun- 
day's 8 a.m. Team race. The KX500 duo 
edged out the team of IMS-backed 
Randy Norman and Tommy Roberts, as 
well as the team of Jason Ingersoll and 
Erik Wolfe. 

Staten would later return to steal the 
holeshot in the Dual Sport/Vintage/ 
Classic race. 

"Rex got the holeshot and hung 
tough," said Campbell about Staten's 
start, "but my bike just outhandled his." 

Needless to say, Campbell rode away 
with the overall win and Staten with the 
Classic honors. Joel Bilotta ended up 
with the Vintage-class win. The Dual 
Sport/Vintage/Classic race would be 
Campbell's fourth and final win of the 
weekend, as Krause and his KX500 were 
quickly getting ready for competition 
during the final minutes of Campbell's 
last hurrah. 

"| almost missed the Vet race," said 
Krause, who admitted to forgetting to 
move his clock forward one hour on his 
trip back from Utah. "I made it to the 
start just in time and was able to get the 
lead right away, but I knew I was going 
to have to ride fast because of Abe (Bau- 
mann).” 

At the end of the 75-minute race, 
Krause rode hard enough to build up a 
near-four-minute lead over Baumann 
and third-place finisher Norman. 
YZ250-mounted John Rudder topped 
the 250cc Vet class, followed by the 
CR250 of Jon Parks. 

The 11th and final event of the week- 
end was the Open race. Krause wasted 
no time in grabbing his second holeshot 
of the day, and he made it stick all the 
way to the finish without much pressure 
from Campbell or third-place finisher 
Casey Longman. 

“1 rode hard for a couple of laps to 
try and catch him but my body was just 
hammered by the end of the weekend. I 
figured out I rode something like 240 
miles for both days," said Campbell 
about his winning weekend. "I just got a 


little tired towards the end." ec

avid Pingree put in a couple of 
Dis rides to win both the 125 

and 250cc Pro classes during the 
fifth and final round of the Mazda 
Truck/Goat Eyewear/Circle K/76/GFI 
Racing-sponsored California Winter 
Series South, held at Competition Park. 
Equally impressive was the perfor- 
mance of Yamaha-mounted Bryan 
McGavran, who went 1-1 on the day for 
the 125cc Intermediate win and, in 
doing so, finished out the series with a 
perfect 10-moto sweep. 

Pingree's reign in the 250cc Pro class 
started as soon as the gate dropped for 
the one-shot 20-minute moto, as the 
Team FMF/Honda/Thor rider pulled 
the holeshot, ahead of Jiri Dostal, Billy 
Payne and YZ400F-mounted Spud Wal- 
ters. Walters made the first pass among 
the lead pack as he pushed Payne back 
to fourth. Walters closed in on Dostal 
and was looking to make the pass until 
he overshot а turn and found himself 
back in sixth behind the Suzuki duo of 
Rusty Holland and Jeff Willoh. 

Pingree continued to pull away from 
Dostal, who was coming under fire from 
Payne in third. Payne was all over 
Dostal up until the halfway point, when 
Dostal killed his engine in a corner, 
handing Payne the runner-up spot. Hol- 
land ran third but was soon being pres- 
sured by Dostal, who was back up to 
speed in fourth.

Ride For 
Kids dual 
sport

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, MAR. 15 
ual-sporters don't need a good rea- 
D: to go riding, but they found a 
number of very good reasons to 
ride at this year's Southern California 
Ride For Kids dual sport event. 

The number-one reason was to raise 
funds to help the fight against pediatric 
brain tumors. The 200 dual-sporters 
who gathered at Glen Helen Regional 
Park raised almost $40,000 to help fund 
research to find a cure for this tragic 
childhood illness. 

"This is a great cause, and we're 
totally dedicated to raising money for 
it,” said Larry Langley, whose club - the 
Orange County Dualies - contributed 
almost half of the money that was 
raised. “We raised over $17,000 and 
we're still going. We did a candy sale, a 
garage sale, a raffle - we're raffling off a 
Honda XR400 - and we had a giant 
parking-lot sale yesterday. We believe in 
this and want to do everything we can 
to help the kids." 

The ride got off to a late start thanks 
to a round of speeches that included 
words from the event organizers, the 
mother of a child with a brain tumor, a 
doctor who treats brain tumors, and 
employees of American Honda, which 
helped to sponsor the event and provid- 
ed a pancake breakfast. The speeches, 
along with the presentation of the check, 
combined to make the riders’ meeting 
last almost two hours, and the dual- 
sporters were champing at the bit by the 
time they hit the trail around 11 a.m. 

Once they were moving, however, 
the participants found another good rea- 
son to attend the Ride For Kids: a fun 
course that took them on a 100-mile 
jaunt through the San Bernardino 
Mountains and the high desert near Vic- 
torville. 

Adventurous riders began their day 
with a lap of the Glen Helen motocross 
track and a blast through a portion of 
the Prospectors Grand Prix course. They 
then joined the rest of the field for a 
romp up a sandy wash that led north 
into the foothills. 

“I got off to a bit of a rough start in 
that damn sand wash, let me tell you, 
but once I got out of there, everything 
else seemed like a piece of cake," said 
Danielle Cohn, who was tackling the 
fifth ride of her dual sport career on a 
Yamaha XT225. "Last year when I did 
this ride, it was the first dual sport ride 
I'd ever done, and I couldn't make it all 
the way - I had to cut off a section. This 
year I'm aiming to do the whole thing." 

Like many of the repeat riders, Cohn 
was in for a bit of a surprise. Instead of 
the novice-friendly course of years gone 
by, three-quarters of an inch of rain the 
day before the ride had turned a slight- 
ly-tougher-than-usual course into a real 
challenge in spots. There were mud 
puddles to contend with, slippery 
downhills and, in a first for many of the 
Southern California riders, a 3-mile sec- 
tion of snow. 

For John Smith, a three-time dual 
sport rider who had a kidney transplant 
back in August, the ride was a little 





more challenging than he had hoped it 
would be. 

"This was pretty gnarly compared to 
the other two rides I did. I was messing 
with the roll chart, trying to get a cramp 
out of my right hand and, boom, that 
was it," said Smith, who went off the 
side of the trail and slid about 20 feet 
down the side of the mountain. "It was 
probably another 200 feet down to the 
bottom and the bike was pinned on top 
of me in the middle of an ant hill. I had 
to wave for guys to stop. A lot of people 
didn't see me, but I finally started wav- 
ing my helmet. I really want to thank 
the guys who helped me out." 

Riders were falling left and right in 
the snow-covered section of the course, 
which brought out a lot of ingenious 
riding techniques that ranged from 
standing up and trying to be smooth to 
riding at 2 mph and dropping the bike 
every few feet. 

The snow was cause for complaint 
for Leroy Miller, who was riding with 
his son Chuck Miller and his grandson 
Ryan. 

"The course was outstanding, but I 
have a complaint about the section up in 
the snow,” said Miller. “All of the long- 
legged guys put their feet down going 
through the snow and kicked the snow 
out of the way. They lowered it, which 
made it really tough when us short- 
legged guys came through. That's not 
fair. The long-legged guys should only 
be allowed to ride with their feet on the 
pegs.” 

The course was laid out like a large 
figure eight. The first half of the figure 
eight looped through the San Bernardi- 
no Mountains on the west side of Inter- 
state 15 and offered an extra 9-mile sec- 
tion for riders who wanted the fun of a 
single-track roller-coaster ride through 
the bushes on the way to the lunch/gas 
stop in the Cajon Pass. The fun contin- 
ued after lunch with another loop 
through the San Bernardino Mountains, 
this time on the east side of I-15. 














“My_son got me into it. He’s up 
ahead somewhere, and I hope he’s wait- 
ing for me,” said Richardson halfway 
through the day. “It’s great and I’m hav- 
ing a lot of fun, but I’m 62 and I’m a bit 
tired. I’ve just got to go a little slower 
than the rest of the guys, that’s for 
sure.” 

The course presented unique chal- 
lenges for sidecar pilots such as Mike 
Braverman, who was riding with his 8- 
year-old son Robert. 

“We got stuck one time in the snow 
and had to have a couple of people help 
push us out, and we couldn’t take the 
single-track, but we’re having a great 
time," said Braverman. "We're just try- 
ing to keep up.” 

Longtime off-road riders such as Red 
Austin found fun in all the memories 
that the course brought back. 

“The hard-way section was a real 
remembrance of a lot of old trails that I 
used to ride 30 years ago. That was very 
enjoyable,” said Austin. “This is only 
my second dual sport ride. It makes me 
want to do more.” 

"It was a great ride for everybody,” 
said Tom Diaz, who tackled the course 
on a 1985 Honda XR350. "It had all dif- 
ferent levels and, except for the snow in 
some spots, it was pretty easy to stay on 
the road. I've only been riding a year 
and a half, and I had a blast. It's beauti- 
ful riding out here, and rides like this 
make you want to come back and do it 
more often." су

"It's an excellent course and the con- 
ditions are perfect because of the rain. 
There's great traction and no dust, and 
we've seen some great scenery," said 
Bob Oman. "I'm just thankful that we 
didn't have to go uphill in the snow. 
That would've been tough and I already 
had my little fall-down. I got suckered 
into an uphill sort of a thing and just fell 
over." 

The ride appealed to dual-sporters at 
all levels, from off-road racing ace Bruce 
Ogilvie, who turned the event into a 
family affair by riding with his father 
and father-in-law, to DR250-mounted 
Hal Richardson, who was tackling his 
first-ever dual sport ride.

Turner 
scored runaway wins in both nights of

Turner, who - based on his air time 
and large-margin victories - looks to be 
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on the verge of turning Pro, easily won 
Friday's 250cc Amateur final, ahead of 
fellow Kawasaki rider Dale Neely. Turn- 
er did likewise in Saturday's race, but it 
was much harder to earn, as Kawasaki 
rider Gary Terlecki (brother of AMA Pro 
Ryan Terlecki) chased Turner for many 
laps. Turner went off the track during 
the midpoint of the race, handing Ter- 
lecki a lead that in most instances would 
have earned the Oregon rider a win. 
However, Turner came back with a 
vengeance and caught up to Terlecki, 
who in turn clipped a hay bale and 
relinquished the lead to Turner. Once 
out front, Turner soared to heights remi- 


niscent of the AMA Pros, earning a: 


sweep of the weekend. Terlecki 
remounted in time to salvage second, 
ahead of Beau Bamburg, Travis Hansen, 
Jeff Huber and Neely, the sixth-place 
finisher. 

KTM rider Sean Bergland did like- 
wise in both of the 50cc main events and 
was clearly the dominant 50cc rider of 
the weekend. Bergland bested a 14-rider 
field on Friday night, then bounced back 
to lead 12 riders to the finish in Satur- 
day's finale. Fellow KTM rider Tevin 
Tapia was second to Bergland both 
nights, and Jacob Kannada filled out the 
final podium spot both nights. 

In a continuation of class dominance, 
Justin Keeney conquered the 60cc class, 
posting runaway wins on both nights. 
On Friday night, as was the case Satur- 
day night, Daniel Levy was Keeney's 
closest competition, finishing second to 
the Lebanon, Oregon, rider.

petition's backs too much lately. So 
with the temperatures soaring up into 
the mid-80s, Newton soared to a hard- 
fought win in the 125cc Pro class at 
round three of the Winters Market- 
ing/Amway Team Carolina Ultra MX 
Series, held at Sandhills MX. 








The first 125c Pro moto saw Suzuki 
of Winston Salem's Chad Lough grab 
the holeshot over Yamaha rider Chris 
Wagner, Suzuki of Gastonia's/BDR- 
supported Troy Crisp, Team Green- 
mounted Jeff Gibson and Kawasaki- 
mounted Richie Horton. Lough quickly 
established a cushion over the rest of the 
field as Gibson was busy trying work up 
to the number-two position. It took the 
Ohio rider a couple of laps to work up 
to second, and by that time Lough had 
five seconds over Gibson. 

All eyes were focused on the two 
front-runners, but a couple of other rid- 
ers were making significant moves 
through the pack as well. Newton was 
moving up into the top five, as was fel- 
low Kingsport teammate Jon Boruff. Up 
front, Gibson was slowly closing the gap 
on Lough. As the race moved into its 
final stages, Gibson made a move when 
Lough made a miscue. Gibson took the 
moto win, followed closely by Lough, a 
hard-charging Newton, Boruff and 
Charlotte Yamaha/ Acerbis/FMF-spon- 
sored Chuck Shirley. Shirley stole the 
fifth position from a fading Crisp in the 
final few turns. The two riders collided 
and went down, with Crisp coming out 
on the losing end of the collision with a . 
damaged pipe and seat. 

Newton, not wanting to work 
through the pack again, took the 
holeshot in moto two, with Gibson and 
Boruff in tow, and the three quickly 
pulled away from the rest of the field. 
Newton established а small lead over 
the other two riders as they were 
embroiled in a battle over the number- 
two position. Gibson managed to break 
away from Boruff momentarily and 
made a run at Newton. Gibson then 
made a mistake while trying to get by 
Newton and, with Boruff just waiting to 
pounce, the Kawasaki rider quickly 
found himself relegated to third. With 
Gibson in third, Newton now held the 
overall in his hands, but Boruff had 
other ideas and wanted to play the 
spoiler. 

As the race drew to a close, Boruff 
was stalking Newton, just waiting for 
the right time to make а pass. Newton, 
however, seemed to have all the 
answers and countered Boruff's 
attempts. As the white flag came out, 
you could throw a blanket over the two 
front-runners. Gibson, who was never à 
factor after the midrace miscue, was - 
positioned in third and waiting for the 
others to make a mistake. Boruff shad- 
owed Newton the entire final lap and 
had picked his spot to make the pass - 
the final corner. Boruff had been jump- 
ing the finish-line straightaway doubles 
from the inside of the corner, and New- 
ton had been taking the outside line. 
Newton seemed to read Boruff's mind 
and moved to the inside line, while 
Boruff used quick thinking and commit- 
ted to the outside line. As quick as 
Boruff made his decision, Newton 
switched up his line and went to the 
outside as well. The two riders touched 
and, with Newton on the inside, Boruff 
saw his chances for a pass go up in 
smoke. Newton took the win and his 
first overall of the Ultra Series, Boruff 
recovered from the bobble and took sec- 
ond, Gibson came home a lonely third, 
Lough took fourth, and the ailing 
Shirley rounded out the top five. 

Only two riders were able to pull off 
double-class wins on the day: Team 
Green's Josh Summey and Baker's 
Cycles/Suzuki of Gastonia-backed Joel 
Baker. Summey's wins came in the 85cc 
(14-15) and Schoolboy classes. The 
Schoolboy win did not come as easily, as 
it came down to the wire. When the dust 
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settled, Summey had grabbed the over- 
all win with a 3-1 score over Suzuki of 
Gastonia teammates Nick Warner (2-2) 
and Doug Earls (1-3). 

Baker’s wins were in the Vet classes, 
and the Hudson, North Carolina, rider’s 
first win was in the Over 35 class. Baker 
had to hold off advances from fellow 
Suzuki rider Gregory Lykens and 
Honda rider Craig Peterson. Baker had 
to work a little harder for the Over 30 
class win as the always-quick Chris 
Wagner jumped out front early in both 
motos, forcing Baker to find his way 
around him both times out. Rounding 
out the top three was Al Lane Kawasa-

top honors at the final round of the 
AMA Mid-South Pirelli / Мооѕе Off- 
Road Winter Hare Scrambles Series on a 
beautiful 80-degree day in southwestern 
Tennessee. 

^My friend Duane Conner and I 
decided last night to come down and 
get some time in the saddle before next 
weekend down here at Loretta Lynn's, 
so he picked me up this morning and 
we hauled butt down here," said 
Plessinger about coming out to the final 
round. "Although the results haven't 
showed it, my bike has been working 
well; I’ve just had some bad luck lately. 
Last week in South Carolina I broke off 
my shifter, and in Florida I ran out of 
gas. So I'm confident 111 be back in the 
hunt soon." 

Mike Sampson, aboard his Great 
Daves/Maxxis Tires/Sprocket Special- 
ists-sponsored TM, knew just what he 
had to do to win the championship. It 
was fairly simple on paper: Just finish 
ahead of Stephens Sports Center 
Kawasaki-mounted Blair Bersano, and 
the title was his. 

The hosting club, Don Thava Factory 
Works, laid out an exciting 8-mile 
course in a new, never-before-ridden 
location, with very little mud and fast, 
dry woods trails. 

Sampson wasted little time as he laid 
claim to the holeshot and continued out 
front as the pros entered the scoring tent 
at the end of lap one. Plessinger was sec- 
ond, while factory Gas Gas pilot Conner 
stayed close in third. Bersano came 
through fourth and Indiana's John 
Maschino, on another Great Daves TM, 
rounded out the top five. 

Sampson continued his:charge out 
front until the end of lap three, when he 
stopped for gas and Plessinger shot past 
for the lead. The race for first was now 
over, as Plessinger never let up or 
looked back until he had crossed the 
line with the win. Sampson was consis- 
tent and stayed close to the leader and 
came through the checkers about 15 sec- 
onds back to earn the championship. 
Conner kept the two front-runners in 
sight as he came through a respectable 
third just a few seconds back. 

"The bike is working pretty well," 
Conner said about his new Gas Gas. 
"We've had a couple minor problems in 
the first couple of races that kept us out 
of a top spot, but the biggest drawback 
is the small MX-sized tank. I usually 
have to make an extra gas stop in the 
three-hour-plus races. Other than that, I 
really like the bike. I think it's just a 
matter of time now." 

Maschino moved into the fourth spot 
on the fifth lap, and Bersano was a dis- 
appointed fifth. 

"I've got to hand it to Sampson,” said 
a disappointed Bersano after the race." 
He did what I should have by riding a 
smart, consistent race." €N

Aaron

SEQUATCHIE, TN, MAR. 21-22 
n the cold rain and mud of Tennessee, 
[с Aaron landed his first win of 
the season at round three of the 1998 
AMA/NATC National Championship 
Trail Series, then returned the next day 
to do it again at round four. 

Saturday's event was run in cold 40- 
degree temperatures and heavy rains, 
which made the trial muddy and merci- 
less. Going into the first section of the 
event, the riders were faced with a 4- 
foot vertical rock wall, followed by a 
creek that was almost 3 feet deep and 
moving fast due to the rains. The riders 
then faced a muddy 4-foot wall to get 
out of the flowing water, only to have to 
complete a 180-degree turn and drop 
four feet into the creek, which was 
loaded with loose, round, bowling-ball- 
sized rocks. 

On day one, four-time National 
Champion Aaron excelled where the 
others struggled, finishing with a three. 
Raymond Peters was flipped on the first 
part of the section while trying to get up 
the first wall. Jess Kempkes faired a little 
better, getting to the creek only to have 
the high water bog his bike while 
approaching the mud wall. 

Canada's Ryon Bell on his Montesa 
has become a new force in the U.S. Tri- 
als Series, pulling a three on the first sec- 
tion and turning in a 54, just one point

behind leader Aaron. With the two 
loops for the day with 21 grueling sec- 
tions, the physical abuse was evident 
after the first loop. 

It was clear from the beginning that 
the main concern of the riders was to be 
time penalties, even after the trials mas- 
ter changed the time limit from six 
hours to seven on the morning of the 
event, There were multiple large obsta- 
cles in every section, and most of the 
riders thought this was too much. Visit- 
ing World Championship rider Tommi 
Ahvala put perspective on it this way: “I 
liked today's event; it was much more 
like the events in Europe." 

In section 14, the riders faced a hill- 
side of jagged rocks with two head-high 
rock walls in their path. The approach 
was a pit with rocks of various sizes, 
from a foot across to 3-foot vertical 
points. This section required perfection 
in placement. Ahvala was the only rider 
to produce a clean in the vicious section. 
Other riders such as Bell and Peters 
were able to salvage a three. Time con- 
cerns here made most of the riders skip 
the punishment to take a five, only to 
find the next section just as difficult. 

Aaron excelled, however, in what 
may be the most difficult event of the 
year. He found lines that enabled him to 
avoid the fives and finish the day with 
an impressive 103 total. 

“I just felt that I needed to make a 
statement," Aaron said. "I have not had 
bad events; it's.just that the other riders 
are riding so well. I need to keep them 
from earning the win and not making 
mistakes that allow them opportunities. 
Today's win came when I felt I needed 
the win." 

Bell was next with a second on the 
day after turning in a 114. Peters was 
third with 128. Finishing out the top five 
were Kempkes with 135 and Dennis 
Sweeten with a 152. 

At round four the next day, condi- 
tions had turned around, with tempera- 
tures in the 70s and sun in the valley of 
Sequatchie. While the sections still had 
the huge obstacles and the creek, the 
change in weather made it all seem less 
imposing, and scores were nearly half 
those of the previous day. 

While Aaron kept up his momentum 
from the previous day, it wasn't quite 
enough to keep the lead after the first 
loop, as Peters was able to turn in a 35, 
two better than Aaron. Bell turned in a 
45 on the first loop for third, just four 
points ahead of Kempkes. 

Sections were big and challenging 
but favored by the riders who appeared 
unhappy with the previous day's sec- 
tions because of the slick, wet condi- 
tions. - 

As the second loop came to a close, 
Aaron proved why he is such a force in 
the U.S. Series by turning in an amazing 
22-point loop for a total of 59 on the day. 
Next in line was Peters, who improved 
one point from his first-loop score with 
a 34 for a total of 69. Bell took third 
place with a impressive 27-point second 
loop for a total of 72. Bell's first loop 





prevented him from overtaking Peters, 
who was three points ahead. Kempkes 
had the second-best loop of the day with 
a 24. His first loop set him too far 
behind with a day total of 73, just one 
point behind Bell. Finishing out the top 
five was Sweeten with a total of 113. The 
season has shaped into a tight run for 
the top four positions. Aaron has pulled 
away in the points run but Peters is still 
in a close second. Ryon Bell has become 
a contender this season, moving into 
third place, just ahead of Kempkes, who 
dropped in the standings due to some 
poor finishes. ‹х

Wieckhorst blasts White 
Sands Motocross opener

ASHLAND, NE, MAR. 29 

Despite mud and ruts a foot deep, Nebraska 
City's Andrew Wieckhorst made it all look easy 
by sweeping the 125cc Expert class at White 
Sands Raceway. An early-March blizzard and 
heavy rain all day Friday gave track owner Jeff 
Ferrin the unenviable task of prepping the cir- 
cuit under very trying circumstances. Neverthe- 
less, Ferrin managed to chisel each obstacle to 
perfection and provide the setting for round one 
of the track's independent motocross series. 
Wieckhorst used fast starts and a "run and hide" 
strategy to distance himself from Team NMP's 
Grant Watts. 

After an extended practice session, Wieck- 
horst nailed the holeshot of moto one, ahead of 
Stevens Motorsports' Nick Delozier and the 
Answer/Silkolene/Factory Effex-backed Watts. 
There were several lines from which to choose, 
and apparently Wieckhorst found the fast one, 
building a seven-second lead after only one lap. 
The action behind the leader was crash-and- 
burn, to say the least. After a fourth-place start, 
Davis Honda's Ron Smith cross-rutted and fell, 
remounting in seventh right behind Delozier, 
who had fallen:as well. All of this provided the 
cushion for Wieckhorst as he continued to blaze 
his CR125 through the challenging conditions. 
Watts chugged on all alone in second, while 
Paul's Yamaha-sponsored David Turk took 
advantage of the carnage to take over third. By 
lap two, B&B Cycle's Brandon Hoff had moved 
up to fourth, pushing Turk hard. Turk, a rookie 
Pro, nearly threw it away in the whoops, giving 
Hoff third and allowing Delozier back into the 
picture. After going down again, Delozier 
worked back up to fourth, getting around the 
fading Turk for good, and set after the third- 
placed Hoff. Hoff, however, was gaining on 
Watts, who had settled into a comfortable pace. 
Lappers proved to be Hoff's only obstacle, as 
Watts' advantage opened back up due to the 
backmarkers. Wieckhorst took the win by some 
15 seconds over Watts and Hoff, while Delozier 














. never stopped pushing en route to fourth. Turk 


hung on for fifth. 

In moto two, Delozier seemed to be the 
quickest off the line, but Wieckhorst emerged 
from turn one with the lead. Turk was close 
behind in second, with Watts, Delozier, and 
Nishna Valley Cycle's Brandon Swadley round- 
ing out the early top five. Turk lost his position 
quickly when he stopped in a rut and Watts 
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could go nowhere but right over him. Delozier, 
Swadley and a resurgent Smith also took advan- 
tage of Turk's misfortune. On lap two, Delozier 
had motored his Pro Circuit-powered KX125 
right up to Watts' rear fender and attempted a 
pass over a high-speed step-up. As Delozier 
cross-rutted on the face of the jump, he cart- 
wheeled sideways, nearly taking out Watts in 
the process. Delozier picked up his bent bike 
and continued the race in the sixth position. 
Swadley and Smith took over third and fourth, 
respectively, but Delozier was on the move 
again. He pressured Smith into a mistake, bolted 
into fourth, and a lap later he ripped the outside 
of a sweeper to overtake Swadley for third. 
Delozier's courageous charge was cut short by a 
mechanical problem, forcing him to DNF. Dur- 
ing all the action, Wieckhorst was maintaining 
his cushion over Watts, who was in cruise con- 
trol in second place. АП the while, Turk was 
charging hard, passing Swadley over a double 
for third and setting his sights on Watts. Turk 
closed the gap to one second on Watts but could 
not catch him in the end. Wieckhorst won easily 
and scored the overall victory with a sparkling 
1-1 score, while Watts' consistent 2-2 gave him 
second. Turk's hard work and 5-3 scores were 
good enough for third, and Hoff's 3-6 earned 
him fourth-place money. Swadley's 7-5 rounded 
out the top five.

Rennie and Anderson rule | 
Las Vegas Motocross

LAS VEGAS, NV, MAR. 14 | 
Charley Rennie may have shown up last at sign- 
ups, but he made up for it by flashing across the 
finish line first in both of his motos to win the 
250cc Novice class at an MX held at Las Vegas 
Motor Speedway. 

Rennie, mounted on a Kawasaki, led all of 
the Novices around the circuit as race one 
began. Dave Gifford was right behind him, fran- 
tically searching for a way past. A few bike 
lengths further back, Derrick Polson, Marty 
Martin and Bryan Bruno were caught up in a 
fierce fight for third. As the race progressed, Pol- | 
son broke free and moved into second to mount 
а challenge for the lead. Rennie wouldn't crack, 
however, and went on to capture race one, 
ahead of Polson, Gifford and Bruno. 

Race two started off with the rest of the 
Novices chasing Rennie once again. Gifford was 
once again Rennie's closest pursuer, while 
Bruno, Polson and Martin were tied up fighting 
for third. Rennie wanted to put it on cruise con- 
trol, but Gifford wouldn't let him and the two of 
them blazed around the track way out in front. 
Rennie held on to win his second straight moto 
and the 250cc Novice overall crown. Gifford bet- 
tered his first-race third by one position, and in 














so doing nailed down second overall. Polson 


broke into the clear for third and third overall, 
ahead of Bruno and Cliff Piper. 

Mesa, Arizona, hotshoe Colter Anderson 
took the measure of the 125cc Intermediates 
with double-moto victories, but the overall 
didn't come as easy as it looked on paper, 
because he had to fight for the win each time. 
Provo, Utah's Cassidy Anderson put his Yama- 
ha out in front in race one as the TMR/Fox/N- 
Style-sponsored fast guy slammed the other 
Intermediates through the first turn. Vegas 
Power Sport's Dan DeFalco had his Honda right 
on the leader's back knobbies, and Colter 
Anderson was in third and on the move. DeFal- 
co made his move in the back stretch, blasting 
past Cassidy Anderson for the lead. As Colter 
Anderson challenged Cassidy Anderson for sec- 
ond, Kingman, Arizona's Heath Mitchell 
brought his Kawasaki up to make it a four-way 
fight for the number-one spot. Colter Anderson 
fought past Cassidy Anderson for second at the 
finish-line tabletop and then got past DeFalco to 
take the lead half a lap later. It was close, but 
Colter Anderson edged DeFalco for the win. 
Mitchell stormed to third, just ahead of Cassidy 
Anderson. 

Cassidy Anderson once again had the fastest 
reflexes as he led Colter Anderson, DeFalco and 
Josh Wagner through the opening turns of moto 
two. Colter Anderson whipped past for the lead, 
but nobody else was letting go - with one bobble, 
Colter was sent back to third as Mitchell forged 
into the lead, with Cassidy Anderson right 
behind him. On lap four, Wagner moved by 
Colter Anderson and into third. Colter Anderson 
fought back from third on that last lap to edge 
out Cassidy Anderson and Wagner for the moto 
and overall victory. Cassidy Anderson, Piper 
Racing's Josh Wagner and Mitchell finished sec- 
ond through fourth overall, respectively.

Dubin dominates at 
Edwards Motocross

EDWARDS AFB, CA, MAR. 29 
Jason Dubin fought back from a first-turn fall to 
win the first 250cc Intermediate moto, then 
backed it up with a runaway second-moto per- 
formance on the sandy Edwards Air Force Base 
motocross track to claim overall honors during 
the final round of California Racing Club’s 
American Red Cross Charity Series. 

Robbie Dunham had the quickest reaction 
time, leading Frank Costanzo, Sean Bradley and 








Kristian Blomdahl as the opening moto got 
under way. As the pack disappeared, Dubin 
picked himself up off the ground in last place. 

“1 was going into the first turn a little hot, 
and number three (Costanzo) came in and just 
clipped my front wheel a little bit and I washed 
out," Dubin said. 

It didn't take Dubin long to get back up to 
speed, and by the end of the first lap he was up 
into fifth and pushing Bradley in fourth. Bradley 
and Blomdahl fell victim to the smooth-riding 
Dubin on the following lap. Dubin closed in on 
Dunham, who had been passed by Costanzo for 
the lead, and went underneath him at the end of 
a long, choppy straight to take over second 
place. 

Costanzo's five-second lead was swallowed 
up by Dubin in a single lap. Dubin sailed past 
Costanzo on an uphill jump and would continue 
on uncontested for the first-moto win. 

^] thought maybe I'd be able to salvage a 
third, maybe a second after that start," Dubin 
said. ^I just beared down and didn't let it mess 
with my head and went to it." 

Costanzo nailed the second-moto holeshot 
but was passed by Dunham then Dubin on the 
first lap. Dubin followed Dunham for a circuit of 
the now-whooped-out track before railing 
around him in a turn for the lead. Dubin then 
easily roosted away with the win. 

"| tried to get a better start and not fall in the 
first turn," said the  O'Neal/Shock 
Therapy/FMF-backed Dubin after his 1-1 
sweep. "The track got rough, but I guess I kind 
of like it rougher. I really didn't get tired out 
there." 

The battle for second overall went the entire 
distance, with Dunham holding off a deter- 
mined Costanzo at the checkers. Bradley went 5- 
4 to edge out Blomdahl's 4-5 for fourth.

Labgold golden at Gorman’s 
first Vintage Motocross

GORMAN, CA, MAR. 22 

Former Intermediate Rick Labgold returned to 
the Novice ranks in the Over 40 class to pocket 
top honors in round three of the Southwest 
Regional MX series, promoted by SSC Moto-X 
Racing at Hungry Valley OHV Park. After a 
lengthy convalescence during the 1997 season, 
Labgold showed he still had what it takes. 















The Over 40 class put on two of the most 
hotly contested motos thus far in the 1998 South- 
west Regional series. In moto one, 12 racers left 
the gate and charged up the long straight to the 
sharp left turn entering the main track. Eight 
closely packed riders fought for the lead, but Jeff 
O'Brien, aboard his signature Pomeroy Bultaco, 
was able to thread the needle through the pack 
and shoot out of the turn like a surfer blown 
from the Banzai Pipeline. O'Brien was followed 
closely by his brother Wes O'Brien as well as 
Larry Good, James Howard and several other 
riders, including Labgold, who wasted no time 
in picking off positions. Labgold made the most 
of the wide track and smooth turns, finding 
alternate lines and making stellar passes to 
eventually win moto one. 

In moto two, CZ-mounted Sergei Molotov 
got the holeshot, with the O'Brien brothers, 
Howard, Labgold and Tom McClaren right 
behind. Again, Labgold was relegated to work- 
ing his way through the pack, but this time the 
other riders were all the more determined to 
keep Labgold at bay. The lead changed innu- 
merable times; one group of three riders would 
appear to draft on the three ahead and then 
swoop under them at the turn to swap positions, 
only to have the other three pull the same 
maneuver at the next turn. On the last lap, Lab- 
gold made his move stick as he passed both of 
the O'Brien brothers and several other riders to 
take the moto win. His 1-1 finishes earned him 
first place over Jeff O’Brien, who secured second 
with 2-2 finishes to go with his first overall in 
the Over 30 Novice class. McClaren took third 
with his 6-3 finishes, followed closely by 
Howard, who ran 5-4. 

This was the first motocross at Hungry Val- 
ley, and those present felt that SSC Moto-X Rac- 
ing may have put on the best vintage motocross 
so far this season. The track's location (north of 
Valencia's Magic Mountain, immediately off the 
5 Freeway) provided access to riders from all 
over Southern California as well as from Califor- 
nia's Central Valley and coastal region. The 
great location, coupled with excellent weather 
and a perfectly manicured track, made for a suc- 
cessful day of outstanding racing. There was 
only one unfortunate incident. 

The Hungry Valley track includes the infa- 
mous “Himalayan” section - a long, straight 
downhill terminating in a three-tiered step-up. 
In the Sportsman 250cc Novice class, Forrest 
Rohrs, on his Honda Elsinore, apparently forgot 
that he was vintage racing and tried to carry 
enough momentum through the Himalayan sec- 
tion to execute the three-step jump, like 
McGrath doing a triple. It did not work. The 
trusty Elsinore was good for two steps but cased 
the third. The bike cartwheeled and Rohrs only 
partially ejected. Despite ending up in a twisted 
tangle of man and machine, Rohrs luckily suf- 
fered only cuts and bruises.

Wollaston whips SRAC MX

Warm breezes and blue skies set the stage for 
the Sports Riders Association of Colorado's sev- 
enth race of the season, held at Coyote Raceway, 
where Chad Wollaston fought his way to the 
overall win in the 250cc Pro class. Two separate 
long tracks were put in place for the day's 
events, and the track offered challenges and 
tough racing as 23 Pros charged down the start- 
ing-line hill.

As the riders flew over the finish-line table- 
top, Wollaston was right on Riley's rear tire, but 
with expert precision Riley warded off Wollas- 
ton in several of the next areas on the track. 

Not far behind, Carlson was giving Lindsey 
a run for his money, pressing every chance he 
had. As the two came up over the huge double, 
it was uncertain who would stay on top, but 
Lindsey took the outside line to stay in third, 
though Carlson later made it by. 

In the battle for the lead, Wollaston pulled a 
block-pass to take the front spot, though Riley 
was unrelenting. Meanwhile, Carlson, Lindsey 
and Mark Flesia closed the gap to the leaders. 
As Wollaston pulled away and Carlson, Lindsey 
and Flesia set their sights on Riley, Riley crashed 
and dropped to fifth. He was soon up and made 
it past both Lindsey and Flesia by the white-flag 
lap. > 











Wollaston came home first, followed by 
Carlson, Riley, Flesia and Lindsey. 

Moto two saw Jeremy Hinrichs take the 
holeshot, but Wollaston was quickly on the 
move and took advantage of the tight rut that 
had formed inside the first turn to power into 
the lead. Hinrichs, Murray, Lindsey and Flesia 
would follow, in that order. With an open track 
ahead, Wollaston fired up his pace and never 
looked back. Hinrichs, meanwhile, fell at the 
north end in a slippery, dry section of the wash, 
allowing Lindsey and Flesia to fight for second 
as Murray and Balliett duked it out for fourth. 
The remainder of the race was intense as riders 
tried and tried again to better their positions, 
with Wollaston coming out on top, ahead of 
Lindsey, Flesia, Carlson and Balliett. Wollaston 
took the overall win, with Carlson second and 
Lindsey third.

Frazier flawless at 
Actiontown Motocross

DILLWYN, VA, MAR. 29 

The U.S. Eastern Motocross Spring Series moved 
up north a bit as Actiontown MX played host to 
round three of the 10-race series. The event dou- 
bled as an AMA Loretta Lynn’s National area 
qualifier, which helped to draw in a large crowd 
with a good mix of talent. The racing conditions 
were perfect, ensuring great racing. 

Series regular Jamie Frazier put in a flawless 
effort on the day and rewarded himself with a 
total sweep of the highly competitive 250cc Pro 
racing, as well as the win in Over 25 A action. 

Frazier, aboard a Jarmams Sportcycles 
Yamaha, handled the 250cc Pro class with sur- 
prising ease, considering some of the racers he 
was up against. Mechanicsville, Maryland, rider 
Billy Schlag was on hand and showed some 
muscle in moto one, battling with Frazier to the 
end only to take the runner-up spot. Moto two 
saw Brewer Cycles' Chris Anstead put in an 
excellent ride to slip in behind Frazier for a sec- 
ond-place finish, pushing Schlag back to third. 
When the day was done, however, it was Frazier 
with two fine moto wins to secure the overall. 
Schlag just barely edged out Anstead for second 
overall. Rounding out the top five were Terry 
Kennedy and Scottie Shipley, both aboard 
Yamahas, which made for a complete Yamaha 
sweep of the 250cc Pro-class top five. 

Frazier's only real competition in the Over 
25 A class came from Shipley, who kept the 
aggressive Yamaha pilot in sight all day but 
could not muster up the speed to get past. Fin- 
ishing third in the Over 25 A action was return- 
ing Suzuki rider Shane Templeton, who is back 
in action after a long layoff from an injury. Tem- 
pleton had the speed early but faded as the 
motos wore on. It won't be long before Temple- 
ton is back at the head of the field. 

Another rider who is always impressive is 
mini speedster Isha Wood. Since Wood began 
racing, he has held the number-one plate in Vir- 
ginia's District 13. Wood also blasted his way to 





two overall wins in grand fashion by winning all 
four motos. Wood's first win was in the 80сс (12- 
15) division, where he bested a large 21-rider 
field of screaming minis. Cory Gholson has been 
trying to chase down Wood throughout the 
series, and he kept up his pace at Actiontown. 
Gholson recorded a pair of second-place rides- 
but still allowed Wood to reach a 10-second lead 
by the end of each moto. Eddie Gleason made 
the long trip from Jackson, New Jersey, worth- 
while by taking a top three in both motos, net- 
ting himself a spot on the podium and a guaran- 
teed gate position at the Northeast Youth 
Regional. Andrew Williams and Zach Miller 
made their way into the top five by day's end. 
Williams earned fourth with a score of 8-4, while 
Miller earned fifth with a 7-5 tally. 

Wood totally manhandled the Supermini 
class, winning both motos basically untouched. 
Williams was back in action in the Supermini 
class as well and rode to a hard-fought second 
place overall over Virginia Beach, Virginia's Josh 
Dexter. Dexter scored the runner-up spot in the 
first go-around, but Williams slipped past to 
take second in moto two and earned second 
overall.

Sweeten sweeps 
Trail-Way ST opener

HANOVER, PA, MAR. 28 

After having its season opener postponed twice, 
Trail-Way Speedway finally got the season 
under way under a beautiful, cloudless, record- 
setting afternoon. 

Led by Bob Sweeten's three wins in the 250cc 
A, 600cc A and Over 30 classes, several other 
riders scored double wins. After blowing up his 
KTM in practice, Georgie Price hopped on his 
uncle Bob Sweeten's Rotax to take the 600cc Pro 
and Sportsman finals. Jim Chapman took the 
750сс and 500cc two-valve classes. Joey Tyeryar 
and Jared Mees split Amateur wins, with Tyer- 
yar taking the 250 and 600cc B finals and Mees 
earning the 85 and 125cc classes. Tim Russell 
proved his son's Rotax has the power, as he easi- 
ly took the Over 40 final. 

Sweeten's first win was in the 250cc A class, 
where he gated first over Joe Zydinsky, Dave 
Smith, Jim Haas and Jake Johnson. Zydinsky 
stayed close in the early laps, while Johnson 
overcame a typically bad start to lead the second 
group in third by lap three. Two laps later, 
Zydinsky broke, giving Sweeten a large margin 
over the battle for second. Two laps from the 
end, Haas slipped by Johnson for the runner-up 
spot. Sweeten's wins in the 600cc A and Over 30 
classes were relatively easy for the wily veteran. 

When his KTM developed problems in prac- 
tice, Georgie Price used Sweeten's machine for 
his ride. Price jumped out in front of the 600cc 
Pro class and managed to hold off a tightly 
bunched, growling pack led by Mike Varnes, 
Kevin Varnes, John Winsett Jr. and Roy Miller. 
While Miller appeared to be faster, Price was 
just quick enough to stay in front. Then, two 
laps from the finish, disaster struck. Mike 
Varnes got à front tire under Price as they came 
off the second turn. As close as they were, they 
touched about one third of the way down the 
back straight. Mike Varnes went over the bars, 
touching off a horrible-looking chain-reaction 
crash that collected the rest of the field. Luckily, 
no one was hurt badly enough to require an 
ambulance ride, but with none of the machines 
in any condition to continue, the race was called. 
With most of his competition in shambles, Price 
had an easy Sportsman win. 

Nick Taylor grabbed the point position off 
gate number two in the 750cc final, in front of 
Jim Chapman, Clarence Bull and Brian Eckhart. 
With Taylor holding the usually preferred inside 
line, Chapman surprised him with an outside 
pass coming off the second turn on the fourth 
lap and then proceeded to pull away. 











In the newly started 500cc two-valve class, 
designed primarily as a budget class for the 
hundreds of 500cc Yamaha TTs out there, Chap- 
man wasted little time in getting in front of his 
buddy Dave Smith and keeping him just a few 
lengths behind for the win. 

Even with some riders moving up, the 85cc 
class still looks like one of the most competitive 
of the Amateur classes this season. Mees put his 
Michael's Classic H-D-sponsored Kawasaki in 
front of Zach Calcutt, Shawn Baer and Jason 
Isennock. On the third lap, Baer drifted slightly 
high off the second turn, giving Isennock third. 
Isennock took second from Calcutt on the next 
lap, and then started to close in on Mees. He 
finally caught.him with a little more than a lap 
left. As they entered the third turn, Isennock 
went to the outside and almost puffed off the 
win, just losing by inches at the line:

At the end of the loop, riders were checked 
into one last test: one time through the Saturday 
Grand Prix course. The speed average was 
bumped up to 60 mph, just to make sure they 
took points from everyone. All told, Tobin and 
Wilson ended up tied at four points each. The 
tie-breaker seconds tallied up to 4.273 to 4.274, 
with Tobin winning by just one second; that's 
just one missed shift or one overshot corner. 
Third overall went to Hayden Franklin, who fin- 
ished on his Gas Gas with a 4.285, only 11 sec- 
onds back. Rick Higgins and up-and-coming 
RMEC rider Bryan Penney rounded out the top 
five. 

PEA did a good job with the event. The 
course was well-marked with good- speed aver- 
ages and check placements, and plenty of check- 
ins to keep everyone honest.

Smail no snail at 
Washougal Motocross

WASHOUGAL, WA, APR. 5 

KTM/Husaberg's Lance Smail from Federal 
Way, Washington, was large and in charge at 
the first event of the season held at Washougal. 
More than 600 riders enjoyed loamy traction 
and sun breaks as a perfect day of racing 
unfolded. 

It was Smail on his KTM 125 taking the first 
holeshot of the day, ahead of Team Suzukis’ 
Ryan Huffman and Team FMF/Hondas' Jason 
McCormick. Huffman was charging hard, 
though reportedly he wasn't feeling well. Huff- 
man charged into the lead at one point; then 
Smail made a bobble that set him back to fifth. 
McCormick inherited the lead and the win when 
Huffman pulled off the track and literally lost 
his breakfast. 

The second 125cc Pro moto saw Huffman 
recover in time for the start; Smail and Huffman 
were close by. The three were battling hard, but 
as soon as McCormick raced into the lead, he 
pulled off the track and said his bike was seiz- 
ing. Huffman soldiered on for an impressive 
ride to victory. However, it was Smail who 
earned the overall win. 

Huffman powered his Suzuki RM250 to the 
front of the first turn in the 250cc Pro class, 
ahead of McCormick and Mike Hamness. Smail 
was making passes on his Husaberg four- 
stroke back in the pack and before long he was 








within the top three. Huffman and McCormick 
were putting on quite an impressive show as 
they battled back and forth several times. Over- 
jumping to make the pass seemed to work for 
Huffman, but then more momentum through 
sections allowed McCormick to pull off the 
win. Smail outlasted the under-the-weather 
Huffman to gather a second in the first moto. 

McCormick took the holeshot in the second 
moto, ahead of Huffman and Smail. To his cred- 
it, Huffman dug deepest to charge to the lead 
and hold on for the win. Smail passed 
McCormick and bagged the overall - his second 
of the day. 

Eric Williams, out of Central Point, Oregon, 
was perfect all day aboard his new Suzukis. In 
the 125cc Intermediate and 250cc Intermediate 
classes, he came from behind to run away from 
almost everyone. 

Travis Murphy from Battle Ground, Wash- 
ington, nailed the holeshot on his Suzuki in the 
first 250cc Intermediate moto, and Tyler 
Kavaney out of Snohomish, Washington, started 
ahead of Williams. Always charging forward, 
Williams appeared to be working a lot less to go 
faster and took that style past everyone to win. 
Williams did prove his starts later as he cap- 
tured the holeshot in his last moto and simply 
ran away for the win. 

Traci Flemming from Kelso, Washington, 
continued her winning in the Women's class. As 
the 1997 National Women's Motocross Champi- 
on, she also did well in the 125cc Junior class, 
finishing sixth out of 25. €N

And 
I'm sure that he didn't mean to speed 
down the pit lane when he came in to 
serve his penalty, incurring a second 
penalty. Just an oversight. So it was a 
small price to pay. 

What I don't want to do is give the 
impression that all World Champions 
are given to such oversight. At Daytona 
this year I had the pleasure of having 
dinner with Kenny Roberts; his lovely 
girlfriend, Rita; the CN editor; and the 
editor's dad, Kel Carruthers, the man 
responsible for nearly all of the King's 
successes, who now works his magic at 
Chaparral Yamaha. 

After a wonderful meal at a rib joint 
in Ormond Beach, the King gladly 
picked up the tab. 

“1 may not have much money left, 
but I've got enough to buy you dinner," 
he told Kel after enlightening us with an 
inventory of the shortcomings of the 
Modenas KR3 and how they'd be 
resolved. (Money - lots of it.) I thought it 
was a very generous gesture. 

But, as any of his friends will tell 
you, if you've got to listen to two hours 
of KR's crap, you ought to get some- 
thing out of it.
